Ib 
is true, but it is one of many humi- 
linting confessions. 

How savage and determined the 
fighting at Port Arthor has been is 
shown with terrible force in the 
detailed telegrams we have published 
discribing the capture of 203-metre 
hill, This valuable iti 
highest eminence in

There were six ironclads in 
the Squadron and the Japanese had 
four; one fled to Tsingtao where 
she lics disarmed, and the other 
five scuttled back to undergo 
in the last few days the 
ignominious fate which the Czar 
foresaw for them, The battle of the 
Ya!u, and the comparatively un- 
injured condition of the Czarevitch 
when she fled to Tsingtao, show how 
difficult it is to sink an ironclad with 
shell fire; but the Japanese, with 
their indomitable energy, have suc- 
ceeded in dragging enormous 12 and 
18-inch guns up heights thought 
inaccessible, and within the space of 
this week they have sunk—in shal- 
low water, whence they can be easily 
recovered’ by and  by—certainly 
four, and probably five, Russian 
ironclads, and an armoured cruiser. 
The loss to Russia’s navy at Port 
Arthur alone is estimated at thirty- 
two million pounds sterling. When

ENGLAND AND 
RUSSIA. 


5th December. 

‘AN article in the leading Russian 
newspaper, the “Novoye Vremya,” 
ascribed, as the Reuter telegram we 

ublish this morning tells us, to 
Gaptain Klado, one of the officers 
implicated in the Hull incident, 
declares that there is no fear of Eng 
land taking any practical measures to 
prevent the Russian Black Sea fleet 
Passing the Dardanelles. England, 
tine “Novoye Vremya” says, will 
probably make a great outery, which 
will come to nothing, as was the case 
in 1870, in 1885, and recently in 
reference to the North Sea outrage. 
It will be remembered that in 1870 
Russia took advantage of Europe's 
preoccupation with the Franco- 
German War to denounce the Treaty 
‘of 1856 which, among other things, 
limited the number of men-of-war 
which Russia might maintain in the 
Black Sea, while the outrageous 
seizure of Penjdeh by Russia occurred 
in 1885, Ib is still, unfortunately a 
tradition of our Foreign Office, who- 
ever may be the Foreign Secretary 
for the time being, that Russia is a 
great European Power, to be treated 
with the same confidence end con- 
sideration that we accord to real 
European Powers like Austria, France, 
Germany, and Italy, whereas the 
diplomatic methods of Russia are 
essentially Asiatic, in the depreciatory 
sense, and her adhesion to engage- 
ments she has contracted only lasts 
as long as she thinks the other parties 
have the power as well as the will to 
entorce them. 

‘There is no doubt that the good- 
natured simplicity with which our 
Government accepted Russia's ex- 
planations and promises in reference 
to the North outrage goes far 
to justify the “Novoye Vremyn’s” 

‘ction. It was thought that 
the English newspapers in the Far 
East wrote too strongly about this 
outrage in the first flush of indigna- 
tion when the telegrams arrived. 
But a perusal of the full accounts 
that have now been received by 
the mail shows that not a word 
of our comments or condemnation 
has to be withdrawn. There was 
no exaggeration in the telegraphed 
reports of the senseless barbarism 
of the attack on the trawlers, or 
of the reckless inhumanity with 
which the ships of Holy Russia 
steamed away without attempting to 
find out what they had done or to 
succour their victiins. The Russian 
‘Admiral and his officers showed the 
possession of just the moral eense of 
Chinese horse-boy who drives over 
‘’ child and then whips up his pony 
and escapes. Even the Czar's re- 





ted personal expression of regret 
PO King award takes a. very difer- 
ent complexion when the facts are 
learnt. It seems thab Count Lams- 
dorff was the only person in high 
place in Russia who appreciated the 
gravity of the Russian Admiral’s 
action, He “on his own initiative, 
had gone to see the Czar to make 
urgent representations, as the Coun- 
cil of Ministers was not disposed to 
take immediate action. The result 
was the Czar’s expression of regret, 
which was communicated by the 
Russian Foreign Minister to the 
Russian Ambassador in London, and 
was sent to Lord Lansdowne—a some- 
what roundabout proceeding.” In 
fact, it was not the Czar’s expression 
of regret at all, but Count Lams- 
dorff’s ; and it is difficult to see what 
the Czar could say without a good 
deal of consideration, as his orders 
to the Russian Admiral on leaving 
were to fire at everything that came 
nexr him, which was naturally con- 
strued into “ to fire at everything he 
came near;” and it is known now 
that a Danish torpedo-boat, a 
Swedish steamer, and a German 
trawler, were all fired on ,by the 
Russian ships in their mad and 
plundering pro Knowing all 
this, our Government should have 
sent orders to our Admirals, simple 
and definite orders, that no Russian 
man-of-war should move a mile far- 
ther on her way to the East until the 
whole affair of the outrage was 
settled. Instead of which Mr. Bal- 
four and Lord Lansdowne told the 
English people to have confidence in 
them, and then accepted the promises 
that Russia is always so ready to 
make, and to evade. Our London 
correspondent shows how the evasion 
began at once. It was at first an- 
nounced that the Russian fleet would 
stay three weeks at Vigo for a 
complete enquiry. This was the 
promise ; the performance was the 
landing ‘of four officers and the de- 
parture of the fleet, duly coaled and 
provisioned by the complaisance of 
the Spanish Government. 

It is very interesting to see how 
the situation was regarded at home 
not by a fire-eating “ yellow journal,” 
but by that most anti-Jingo news- 
paper, the “Investors’ Review.” After 
deprecating the provocation of Russia, 
of the indulgence in which he accuses 
the pro-Japanese Press in England, 
but at the same time pointing out 
what a pitiful agglomeration of 

iel and personnel the coming 
‘Armada is, Mr, Wilson says :— 


«If therefore the Baltic flest is now a 
fleot so undisciplined, so raving mad with 
fear as to be ‘ running a-mok’ on the high 
seas its condition is a not ‘unnatural 
product of antecedent causes to which 
wo have contributed. All the more 
reason why we should exercise forbear- 
ance and avoid offensive language. The 
Russian people really deserve pity, and 
should be separated in our minds’ from

‘abominable. We refuse without further 
‘and more reliable evidence to believe half 
what our Press agencies assert about the 
doings of the fleet or the words of its 
admiral, but enough remains of well- 
established facts to render the bottling- 
up of that fleet an imperative duty. But 
if it be true that in their insanity the 
Russian ships have ‘seen Japanese’ when- 
ever a vessel appeared on their horizon, 
if they have fired on vessels of other 
nationalities in the same abandoned 
fashion used towards our trawlers, then 
the duty of stopping their insane careor 
is emphatically an international one, and 
should be undertaken with the concur- 
rence of the other Powors. So done, the 
escorting of the Baltic fleet back to 
Russian waters ought not to be regarded 
‘as an act of war on our part, but as a 
disagreeable though necessary duty of 
ocean police. Let us act then with 
serene deliberation, not with the head- 
strong rashness of the overwoening bully 
‘eager to humiliate a people already in the 
grip of despair. By giving the Czar and 
his Government time, by treating them 
with courtesy and reasonable consider- 
ation we should enlist the sympathies of 
all civilised peoples. ‘The agony of 
Russia has bereft her untrained and 
anarchic ships’ crews of reason, they have 
become dangerous madmen who must bo 
put under restraint, but because they 
have thus gone demented in their blind 
ignorance and passion, let us not wroak 
vengeance also upon a sorely tried and 
in the main helpless and innocent nation. 
Let us rather imitate the dignified 
reticence of our ally, Japan. Why should 
wo also go raving mad because the 
Russian navy has lost its reason?” 

The articles in the “Novoye 
Vremya”—and it will be noted that 
the new Russian Minister of the 
Interior has re-established the cen- 
onrabip of the Press, which he relaxed 
when he first came into Office,—con- 
firm the belief that there is a strong 
|e in Russia, the party which 

rought on the war with Japan, 
anxious to find a solution of the 
difficulties in which Russia has been 
involved by that ill-considered war, 
in a rupture with Eogland, Russia's 
prestige is gone, and sooner or later 
she must acknowledge that she is 
defeated; and she can make that 
acknowledgment with a much better 
grace if she can pretend that it was 
not Japan alone which defeated her. 
Our Government have, unwisely as 
we think when it isan Asiatic nation 
that is being dealt with, been strain- 
ing every nerve to keep on good terms 
with Russia, a result that firmness 
would perhaps have better achieved 
than conciliatoriness which is inter- 
preted as weakness.

THE REPORTED 
UNREST IN CHINA. 


ith December, 

THERE have been many and 
repeated reports during the list 
few months of a revival of Boxerism 
in Northern and Central China, and 
some uneasiné-s has been not un- 
naturally caused by the continued 
purchase of arms ‘and ammunition 
by officials in the interior, On the 
23rd of October last, Mr, Bennet 
Burleigh, who has well earned the 
reputation of being one of the moat 
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expert gatherers of news in the ranks 
of British special correspondents, sent 
a message, of which the following 
is the opening pirasraph, to the 
«Daily Telegraph 

“Lam no alarmist, and have kept 
silent for two weeks while I was 
obraining certain facts, which British 
Cousnls and business men cannot 
gainsay. concerning the political out- 
luok in China, which is worse to- 
day than it was in 19 0 prior to the 
Boxer outbreak. The widespread 
operations of the secret societies 
show a most dangervus ree-udescence 
of the anti-foreign feeling, and the 
agitators are not invariably Chinese, 
although they way pass as such.” 

And’ Mr. Burleigh goes on to 
describ» the enrolment and drilling 
of troops and the accumulation of 
arms and ammunition that are 
being carried on by the officials in 
the interior, But it is evident that 
if there is really a revival of Boxerism 
and anti-foreign feeling in the 
interi the officials must collect 
troops aud arms to repress the 
possible rioters. 

Meantime, we learn froma we'l- 
informed correspondent at Pang- 
chuang (Téchou) that an Imperial 
Reseript, of which the following is a 
translation, was issuel recently in 
Peking :— 

“At ‘Tamin and Shunté in 
Chibli, Changté in Honan, and 
Tungaohsien in Shantung, there 
are societies of bandits reporied to 
be established which gather together 
men in great numbers, and spread 
false ramours, These societies have 
for their object the harassing of 
Christians, and they seek to raise 
trouble by exciting suspicion. If 
this is really the ease, these societies 
ought to be rvoted out completely 
at once, and the members arrested 
and dealt with immediately, that 
the affair may be nipped in the bud, 
Yuan Shih-kai, Chou Fu, and Ch’en 
Kuei-sung must therefore give orders 
at once to the civil and military 
officials of the various places, direct- 
ing them to allow no concealment, 
but to apprehend the offenders at 
onee by direct and secret methods, 
and deal with them respectively 
according to their deserts. -Moreover, 
the lives and property of the mis- 
sionaries in the various p'aces must 
be zealously protected ; there must 
be no disturbance whatever, as will 
be the result if there is any remiss- 

















ness on the part of the officials, We 
consider this a most important 
matter. Respect this.” 


Our correspondent goes on to say 
that it has bee. surprising to Dr, 
Arthur H. Smith and to himself that, 
so far as they can learn, no reference 
to this reseript has been made in any 
European pub'ication in China. He 
understands that the U. 8. Minister, 
Mr. Conger, received in October, from 
various persons, letters showing that, 
in three northern provinges, - antir 
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foreign tracts were being issued 
similar to those published in 1900, 
and in some places there was a well- 
conceived plan for ri-ing, and killing 
both foreigners and native Chris- 
tiaos. Mr. Conger accordingly 
cilled a meeting of the Foreign 
Ministers at Pekiag, and put before 
them the facts which had reached 
him, reading important extrac's from 
the letters, A conference was then 
held with the Waiwupu, ond the 
Chinese Ministers, feeling the im- 
portance of the matter, memorialised 
the Throne, the result b-ing the 
rescript quoted above. 

“Now my query is,” says our 
correspondent, “did this reserip* 

ar in the ‘Peking Gaz-tte’? 
it did no’, why was it not published 
there, or at least the more importa:t 
parts laid before the mandarins of 
China? 

“Eternal vigi 
the price of liberty 
seems to be the price ef 
invaivy of Chins, L do nui se 
*Guzette,’ so [ cannot say but it was 
published at full length, Certainly 
the Central Government cannot too 
often or too dee'dedly f ree upon its 
officials the conviction, that to be 
negligent in crushing the faintest 
efforts at Boxerism is to run the risk 
of (loss of) officin! position, and other 
certain punishment,” 

Opportunely cnough, we published 
yesterday morning in our “Notes on 
Native Affsirs,” an interview with a 
high Chinese official recently arrived 
here from Peking, dealing with this 
very question, His Excellency warm'y 
denied that any idea existed at 
Peking of another general outbreak 
against foreigners. — Chinese official~ 
dom, he said, is haunted with fears 
of the partition of the Enpire, and 
realises the military weakness of the 
country, and at the same time realises 
that when the Japanese have reco- 
vered Manchuria from the Russians, 
they will expect China to have a 
‘force ready to hold it. This is the 
real reason for the drilling and arm- 
ing that is going on. We pointed to 
this ourselves some time.ago as being 
the real explanation of the efforts 
that were being made by H. E. Yuan 
Shih-kai and other Viceroys and 
Governors to raise a large modern- 
drilled force. Sentiment. about fur- 
eigners in China, His Exccl- 
lency continued, has changed since 
1900 and is still changing, unvil 
in a short time anti-foreign riots 
will be very rarely heard of; 
and when the Goverament possesses, 
as it is trying to do, a numerous and 
properly equipped army, so much less 
will there be the chance of outbreaks, 
anti-dynastic or anti-foreign. The 
continuance of the war b-tween 
Japan and Russia, with the possibility 
of its yet involving other Powers, is a 
serious warning to China to be ready 
for eventualitics ; but a general anti- 
foreiga war is out of he question ; 
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the lessons of 1900 are too recent, i 
tbere were no other reason. 

That the Central Government is 
really anxious for the maintenance 
of a period of peace in which to 
strengthen itself, we firm'y believe, 
and so lo:g the officials in the 
interior will suppress riots, as they 
can when they are determined to do 
it, There is one Power to whose 
policy a strong China is most repug- 
nant, and some of the alarming 
reports which set the pen of Mr. 
Bennet Burleigh in motion may, it is 
rumoured, be traced to its inspiration.

It was well known that gambling 
continued almost openly at the 
Alhambra, the lessee Mr. Schwartz, 
a Spanish protégé, successfully defy- 
ing the police and the apparent 
efforts of his Consul to suppress 
gambling. Thes» efforts are indi- 
cated by the following sentence 
passed by Mr. Custillo on the 29 h 
of August :— 

«Moses Schwartz is hereby ordered to 
stop at once public gambling in the 
Alhambra Hotel. All the gambling ap- 
paratus in his possession will be con- 
fiscated unless he gives proper assurances 
to this Court that they will not be used 
for illicit purposes during his residence 
here in Shanghai. 

“The Police are hereby asked to in- 
vestigate in company with a deputy of 
this Consulate if public gambling is 
at the Alhambra 
Hotel. If it is still continued they are 
ordered to arrest ail the Spanish subjects 
concerned and to confiscate sil the gam- 
bling apparatus found there.” 

Having granted a full warrant to 
the police, the Spanish Consul made 
a condition that when a raid wag 




















| made, a deputy appointed by 
self must accompany them on their 
visits of search, the result of whish, 
as the Consul must have foreseen if 
he hd. not been so ingenuously 
devoted to strict legality, was that 
one or two raids were fruitless, Mr. 
chwartz having been forewarned. 
On the 15th of October it was deter- 
mined to make another raid, the 
Consul having a week before “ stated 
his willingness to send a deputy 
when asked by the police, and warned 
the police not to enter the premises 
unaccompanied.” How the Spanish 
Conul carried out his promise to 
send adeputy when asked is shown 
by what occurred on the 15th.

Consular Body at the instance of 
the Spwish Consul, to the action 
Council, as far as regards 
nbra being situated outside 
the limits of the Setilement, are 
little better than bunkum, if we 
may say so with al] respect to 
the members of that angust Bidy, 
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What that Body should have done: 
was to recognise that the Council 
and the Spanish Consul were each 
on the horns of a dilemma. 

(1) It is the Council’s duty to 
suppress gambling euch as was carri- 
ed on at the Alhambra; 

‘To do this they required a deputy 
from the Spanish Consul ; 

The Spanish Consul found that it 
was an “unseemly hour ”—10,30 

.m,—at which he was asked for a 
leputy ; 

And the Council had either to let 
the gambling go on, or commit a 
technical illegality. | They rightly 
chose the second horn, 

(2) The Spanish Consul is only 
too anxious to “afford the police 
every support and aid in the sup- 
preasion of the public gambling they 


alleged to be carried on in the 
Alhambra ;” 
‘That “support and aid” includes 


the appointment of a deputy when a 
raid a4 to be made ; 

But when the deputy is wanted, 
he is not forthcoming. 

And when the Council make the 
raid, doing no injustice to anyone, 
the real character of the Alhambra 
being as well known to Mr, Castillo 
as it is to everyone else, the Spanish 
Consul flies to the Consular Body, 
demanding “full satisfaction . “ 
by the Municipal Council for their 
wrongful action in this deplorable 
matter, so sincerely condemned by 
the impartial public opinion of Shang- 
hai, ere did Mr. Castillo gather 
“the impartial public opinion of 
Shanghai” ? 

It seems to us that on this occasion 
the Consular Body missed an ex- 
cellent opportunity. ‘They might 
have pointed out that the Council 
had committed a purely technical 
mistake in thinking that the Spanish 
Consul’s warrant was still in force, 
but that asthe mistake was made 
in the honest endeavour to carry out 
the Consul’s desire that gambling 
should be euppressed on Spanish- 
owned premises, the mistake might 
well be condoned. The indignation 
shown by the Spanish Consul might 
lead ‘to the supposition among cynical 
people—an entirely wrong conclu- 
sion, obvious!y,—that Mr. Castillo is 
much more solicitous about “my 
prerogatives» and my Consular 
authority,” than he is about the 
suppression of gambling. It is a pity 
that his nationals thwart his best 
intentions as they do. We under- 
stand that the Alhambra is now 
leased to a Spanish subject, not a 
Spanish protégé; but the upper 
rooms, in which the gambling es 
place, are sub-leased to an Italian 
subject, over whom Mr. Castillo has 
no jurisdiction. 

A great deal has been made by 
2 Comes critica of the “abject 
apology” that is supposed to have 
been extorted by the Spanish Consul 
through the committee of the 














Consular Body. It is an explanation 
of regret which the Council were 
quite right to make, and which 
cannot be twisted into anything 
more than an expression of 
regret for an error in  judg- 
ment which, as we have said, did 
no substantial injustice to any one, 
and was in line with the expressed 
determination of the Consular Body 
to remain “a unit in desiring to put 
down disorder and evil practises.’ 
The following are the terms of the 
letter which was accepted on the 
30th ult. by Mr. Castillo:— 
Council Room, 
Shanghai, 28th November, 1904. 
Sm,—With reference to our interview 
of the 10th instant at which were present 
the Consuls-General for Great Britain, 
Germany, and the United States, and 
in accordance with the understanding 
arrived at on that occasion, I have the 
honour to inform you that the Council 
regrets that its action of 14th October, 
in directing the Municipal Police to enter 
the promises of the “Alhambra,” was 
taken under the impression that your 
warrant of the 14th July was still valid. 
Tho Council fully recognises the 
principle that an entry should not be 
made into any unliconsed premises with- 
out proper warrant from the authorities 
of the nationality concerned.

New Union Theological Seminary. 

Since our last commutieation your 
correspondent has had the privilege of 
visiting Nanking to attend the first meet- 
ing of the Board of Directors appointed by 
the Northern and Southern Presbyterian 
Missions in Ceutral and Mid-China to 
establish a theological school for the two 
missions st that place. Seven of the ten 
members of the board were present, A 
constitution and by-laws were drawn up ; 
& tentative site for the location of the 
seminary buildings and professors’ resid- 
ences was approved, and it was recom. 
mended that temporary quarters be rented 
for the carrying on of the work until land 
could be purchased and houses built. It is 








indicative of the spirit of the meeting that 


though there were many difficult questions 
to bs considered and every one was gone 
into thoroughly yet a unanimous decision 
was reached on each point. The Rev J. 
W. Davis, of Soochow, and the Rev. 
J. ©. Garritt, D.D., ot Hangchow, have 
been chosen by their resp-ctive missions 
a8 professors. Everything betvkens an 
suspicious future for the new institution. 
There are xlready 4 number of young men 
ready to enter upon their studies in the 
seminary. 

Itineration. 

The weather this autumn has been 
all that one could wish for, and so 
especially appreciated by those whose 
work tikes them into the country. Ex- 
tensive tours have been made: in all 
directions from Hangehow, and all report 
an unusual interest on the part of the 
people in the Gospel and an increased 
willingness and desire to hear aud lea 
The Rev. J. E. Shoemaker of Ningpo, 
Passed through thls place list week on hig 
way to Tongyang divtrict, » distant and 
difficult field “in the heart of the Chékiang 
province. Mr, Shoemaker is taking the 
oversight of this field in the absence of 
Dr. Garritt. He was accompanied by 
Mr. Herviott and to Chinese jristors from 
Hangehow.

‘The various missions at work in and 
around the city report progress. Numbers 
have been received iato th» Church, many 
from the literary and higher classes. 
Many incre are applying for baptism whose 
motives have not yet been found fully 
satisfuct ry. It secms strange that after 
40 much has been said and written on the 
subject of looking to the Church and to 
foreigners for help in private xffairs that 
the officials at least do not know how to 
dexl with such cases. Just now there 
seems to be an epidemic of law-suit 
business in the name vf the Church. It is 
too hail to have to record that some «gents 
of the Churel who were supposed to be 
most trustworthy have been more or Jesy 
compromised. Undoubt lly zreat prossure 
is brought to bear on’ preaches and 
toxchers to holp the'r frivuds in small 
cases and then sraually they become 
involved in larger ‘matters aud som gut 
into serious trouble. 

A Big Salt Scheme! 

It is reported on reliable native authori- 
ty that there is a plan on foot to secure a 
monopoly of the salt that in shipped from 
this province to the Shanghai Settlement. 
‘Two native ex-pasiors are attempting, with 
the aid of influential foreigners, to ge: the 
ight to control the ult market of Shany- 
hai. ‘They say that now the salt is 
being smugyled into that place and 
the Government is failing to get the 
revenue. It is not reported what offer 
is being mide to the officials, but the 
foreigner who uses his influence in 
Shanghai at the American consulate is 
to receive 300 taels per month for the 
rest of his life and the one who wins 
over the Governor to the plan is to re- 
ceive a pension of 100 taels per month. 
They say that permission has alroady 
been obtained from, the American Con- 
sul-General and from the Governor, but 
the Salt Commissioner still remiins to 
be heard from.

Anti-Foreizn Rumours. 

In recent numbers of the “North- 
China Herald” some of your corres- 
pondents have spoken of the existence of 
‘anti-foreign rumours. Here too we are 
not without them. Some little time ago 
‘one of our men, on walking into an inn 
30 li distant, heard group of men 
denouncing the foreigners and talking of 
their extermination. Since then I have 
heard that in Yingchoufu the Teailibui 
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in gathering 
literature was being circulated there 
during the recent B. A. examinations, 

A Great Farce. 

I was astonished on going to the front 
door the other day to see sitting in the 
tea-shop opposite two street policemen 
dressed in red coats. A Chinese friend 
who had been greatly interested in hear- 
ing that many towns were being policed, 
and who longed to seo this town thus 
favoured, but who thought such a 
blessing could not be expected for years 
yet (for we are not in the van of pro- 
gross here), I found staring hard at them. 
Presently he turned round aud walked 
off, doubled up with laughing. Certainly 
it was a comical sight, for here were these 
two policemen sitting down eati 
nuts and drinking tea, and one of them 
showed by his flushed’ face that he had 
been drinking something much stronger. 
After a while they arose, and, taking 
hold of their cudgels, began walking down 
the street, and it was then even more 
comical to see them. They went grinning 
along like two boys, looking most apologo- 
tically at the people on the street, as if 
to say: “Yes, we know wo are making 
fools of ourselves, but a man must do 
something for his living.” From what I 
havebeen able to ascertain, the whole thing 
sooms to be a great farce. en do not 

the streets except at very long 
, but spend most of their time 
in tea-shops. It is doubtful if thoy 
have the power to arrest any, T hear 
that some aro in the yay of the otticinl, 
some in that of the elders, and others i 
the pay of yamén-runners, 60 I ami. afrai 
their presence in the town will not mean 
greator quietness nor less theft. 


A Tail Question. 

Tho rumour is very persistent bere

Waiting. 
Wo aro hourly awaiting the fateful 
announcement. The Cabinet met at 
twelve o'clock to-day. Whether they had 
before them a sutisfactory reply from 
Russia to the British note we do not yot 
know. The story told by the “Daily 
Muil” yesterday morning to the effect 
that a time limit had been fixed, was of 
course a pure invention, but it is beyond 
question that a fateful decision must be 
taken within the next few lours, and it 
is fully expected that unless ‘a com. 
ploto satisfactory reply from Russia is 
received and publicly anuouuced in the 
meantime, this decision will be made 
known by Mr. Balfour in his speech to 
the delegates of the National Union of 
Conservative Associations to-night. For 
Admiral Rozhdiestvensky left Port Vigo 
this morning, and the whole British nation 
demands that they shall not be allow- 
ed to proceed until we have absolute 
assurances against a repetition of the 
crime, or the blunder worse than s crime, 
perpetrated by the Admiral’s squadron in 
the North Sea. 
The Chances of War. 

Nobody here wants war with Russia 
but the feeling that such an outrage as 
that committed upon the North Ses 
trawlers cannot be wipod out by a mere 


























of regret, is shared by all political parties 
and all classes of the community. It is 
felt that we have nothing whatever to 
gain by a war with Russia. It would be 
the easiest thing in the world, of course, 
to destroy the remnant of the Russian 
floct or to drive it off the soas ; but after 
that it is difficult to say where we could 
strike the enemy effectively. It is true 
that on the other hand, Russia has equally 
little to gain from war with us; but 
there appears tobe a party 
which would welcome a 
country because it would give them an 
excuse for making almost any sacrifice 
to end the war with Japan, while they 
believe that their army would have a 
better chance of victory and glory in 
attacking us ou our Indian frontier. 
Whether this party is strong enough to 
get the upper hind we do not yet know ; 
but I do know that at our Foreign Office 
yesterday anything but a hopeful view of 
the chances of maintaining peace was 
entertained. 
Admiral Rozhdiestvensky's 
Report. 
With the main facts of the attack on 
tho North Sea fishing fleet your readi 
‘ono doubt familiar. About those facts 




















While the Gamecock fleet of Hull steam- 
trawlers were ovgaged in their work on 
the Dogger Bank, four ships of the 
Baltic Fleet steamed round thom and 
deliberately bombarded them for fifteen 
or twenty minutes, sinking one and 
severely damaging two others. On the 
Crane, the vessel which was sunk, the 
captain and another were killed, and every 
other member of the crew severely wound- 
ed. The Admiral’s explanation that there 
were two torpedo-boats among the fish- 
ing fleet, and that the iucident began 
with the firing of a shot from one of 
these is too absurd for words. It is of 
course utterly impossible for Japaueso 
torpedo-boats to have made their way 
into the North Sea without anyone know- 
ing it. Besides, the whole course of the 
blunder, incredible as it seems. can be 
traced. The “ torpedo-boat” which the 
Admiral claims to have sunk was of course 
the Crane, and the shot which he heard 
was no doubt the rocket which is always 
fired by the “Admiral” of the fishing 
feet at midnight as a direction to th 
fleet. Moreover Admiral Rozhdiestve: 
ky has not taken the precaution to 
muzzle his officers. From their account 
itis clear that the Admiral, and pre- 
sumably his principal officers, were so 
profoundly ignorant that they mistook 
not merely two but all the trawlers 
for Japanese torpedo-boats—or at least 























jthought it possible that they might be 


torpedo-boats, a possibility which, in 
the Admiral’s view, was quite sufficient 
justification for bombarding them with- 
out any attempt to verify his suspicions, 
Fortunately all nations except Russia, 
seem to recognise the danger of allowing 
officer subject to mad or drunken 
panic of this description to have control 
of a fleet. 

Naval Reform and the Coast 

Guard. 

An interesting forecast of the scheme 
of naval reform which has been formu- 
lated at the Admiralty has just been 
published. Of course it may share the 
fate of Mr. Arnold-Forster's scheme of 
army reform which is never expected to 
see the light again, or the early return 
of a Liberal Government to power may

France and the Anglo-Russian 
Conflict. 

Interest is keon here naturally in 
tho progress of the struggle which has 
‘assumed such intensity between Eug- 
land and Russia, Whichever way it 
eventually turns, we may be assured 
that France has no mind to follow 
her Ally into a rupture with England. 
‘The fiction of a strong affection for Russia 
I maintained by a large part of the’ 
mn who profess to see in the Grand 
‘Alliance a guarantee against the enemy 
on the Eastern frontier, but ask the in- 
telligent Frenchman in individual 
capacity what he thinks of it, and ten 
chances to one, that if you are suffici 
ently in his confidence, he will denounce it 

‘a hollow reed upon which there is uo 
counting in time of need, He will likewise 
confess (if he isin afrank mood) that France 
is merely the tool of Russia for her own 
‘nds, one of the most obvious being the 

roviding of substantial monetary 
tt the official classes and the Nationalists, 
for the purposes of politics, are forced to 
lend the colour of enthusiasm to the 
pact, the middle and lower classes aro 
extromely outspoken, especially the: 
last few days, in their criticisms of the 
conduct of the Ally. They are proud 
neither of his achievements in Manchuria 
‘nor in the North Sea. The French people 
have ever been profoundly affected 
by ridicule, and,this Ally who is no match 
for the little Japanese and who blunders 
into European complications is in truth 
the langhing-stock of this quick-witted 
people. Perhaps, like Figaro, they has- 
ton to laugh before they are forced to 
cry. 

Home Politics. 

‘This Anglo-Russian imbroglio has come 
at a moment when home politics are 
especially thrilling, A week ago tho 
Chamber of Deputies sanctioned in 
principle the separation of Church from 
State, though to come to any sort of 
agreement on the details, is likely to 
prove a very difficult matter ; and within 
theso last few hours there have been 
excited scenes at the Palais Bourbon 
on the subject of the administration 
of the Army. A ministerial organ 
accused the Minister of War, General 
‘André, of allowing all sorts of prac- 
tices in the army whereby intriguers, 
whose only qualification was their sup- 
posed Republican sympathies, arrived at 
place and power and opp those who 
bxprossed or, by reason of their family 
‘connections, were supposed to hold views 
on political and religious matters which 
were not those of the Government of the 
doy. Numerous cases were given of 
young officers whose careers had been 
froken by resson of adverse “notes” 
given by prejudiced commanders, or who 
fad been spied upon and secretly report- 
‘ed to authority as officers whom it was 
‘undesirable to promote. The grand 
Gebate occurred last night and M. le 
Ministre only escsped by four votes. It 
is not merely in the Army but in the 















































Navy as well that politics has reared its 
head, menacing the true interests of the 
service. One of the great field days of 
the Chamber will be devoted to enquiring 
into the administrative conduct of M. 
Polletan, the Socialist head of the Flest. 
Both in the Army and Navy the intention 
of the Government is evidently to obtain 
a foree of officers thoroughly in sympathy 
with the Republic; but unfortunately 
the methods employed to bring that 
about are ruinous for the services us_well 
as in themselves objectionable and de- 
grading. Such, however, is the force of 
the present Ministry that it will probably 
survive the most ardent attacks upon it. 


A Potentate’s Marriage. 

Ham Nghi, king “in partibus” of! 
Annam and exiled from that country 
by the French, has married a young 
French girl, Mlle, Laloe, belonging to 
‘one of the most honourable families in 
Algeria, Her father is a judge. Sinco 
his banishment from the throno of his 
fathers, Ham Nghi has occupied a charm- 
ing villa in the French’ North African 
colony, overlooking the bay of Algiers. 
There he has devoted himself to music 
‘and painting. Oriental art is apt to 
have the luxury and wealth of its veget 
tion, and the Prince's ideas run to vivid 
pressionism, to the despair of his pro- 
fessor, a confirmed disciple of the classic 
school. In music he devotes himself to 
the violin and tho violoncello and sings 
in a sad sweet voice as if vocal art were 
to him the chosen medium for express- 
ing the melancholy of his past.

2.—The character of the “ Alhambra :” 

3.—The general principle involved in 
raiding the “Alhambra” without a. pro- 
per warrant from the authority con. 
cerned. 

The Consular Body is # unit on the 
dosirability of preventing public gambling 
and minimising the conditions which 
attract disorderly persons to Shanghai. 
Efforts in this direction, however, must 
be carried out by lawful methods and 
without fear or favour. Lawbreakers 
must be punished regardless of their 
nationality or of the nature of the crime 
committed. 
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The character of the “Alhambra 
not a matter for the discussion of th 
Consular Body as such. Tho character 
of individual persons or places can only 
be determined by the responsible authori- 
ty, which is the lawful authority of the 
nation of such person or place. 

In the consideration of the raid on the 
“Alhambra” two things are to be taken 
into account: 

1,—The “ Alhambra” is situste outside 
the limits of the foreign Settlement. 
The authority tacitly delegated to the 
Police for the maintainence of order 
conses at the borders of the Settlements 
and is only exercised even on the 
Municipal roads outside of the Settle- 
ment by special grant. You will doubt- 
less romomber many cases where such 
special grant has been asked for by the 
Municipality and jed for you by 
the Consular Body ;—notably, in the 
cage of the gamblers in Li-Hongkew. 

2—No one has a right, within the 
Settlements or without, to enter the 
welling of any one without # proper 
warrant from the authorities of the 
nationality concerned. To quote this 
requires no argument. Any action 
otherwise is the action of a housebreaker 
and justifies resistance by force. It was 
acknowledged by yourselves in this caso 
by asking the Spanish Consul for » war- 
rant ; but the fact that he refused to see 
the Captain-Superintendent of Police at 
‘au unseemly hour did not thereby vost 
the authority of the Spanish Government 
in the Council or any of its employees. 
The action of the ones responsible for 
further action by the Police without a 
warrant ean only be condemned.

In reference to certain points raise 
in your letter under reply the Council 
would observe that foreigners, by treaty 
extra-territorislised, in China are sub- 
ject only to the jurisdiction of their own 
Consular authorities whether resident 
within or without Treaty Port limits. By 
virtue of the Land Regulations, the 
Municipal Police are charged with the 
executive duty of effecting arrests under 
Consular authority within the limits of 
the foreign Settlement ; strictly speak- 
ing, those executive functions in relation 
to foreigners cease at the Settlement’s 
boundaries, but it is nevertheless the 
frequent practice of the Consulate to 
avail themselves of the services of the 
Police rather than to make application 
to the Chinese Authorities for the arrest 
of their nationals beyond Settlement 
limits. 

‘As regards the Council’s right,to main- 
tain order and to apply the local trafiic 
and other regulations on Municipal roads 
outside Settlement limits, that right has 
beon coustantly enforced and it has bee 
consistently upheld by the Consular 
Body. Inthe rare cases where raids or 
special arrests of Chineso subjects bi 
been required in districts adjacent 
Settlement but remote from Municipal 
roads, « special warrant of the local 
Chinese Authorities has been applied for, 
but under no circumstances is any special 
“grant” required for the of 
control on Municipal roads. The author- 
ity to purchase and construct these 
roads is contained in Land Regulation 
V1 and the Couneil’s right to protect 
interests and property of foreigners re.

The First Paper Hunt, 

The Paper Hunt season opened most 
auspiciously on Saturday afternoon.

A VINDICATION. 
Yo the Editor of the 
“ Nonra-Caixa Day News.” 

Sim,—Referring to the note which 
appeared in your issue yosterday about 
the fire which took place at 20, Chaoufoong 
Road, on the 30th ult, I’ notice you 
attribute its origin to the electric light 
wires, and I therefore venture to inform 
you, after having inspected the building, 
that this is not the case. In tho first 
place thero aro no electric light leads in 
the roof where the fire started, the 
nearest being in the attic where the one 
light is in perfect order 

‘The outbreak of fire, ‘after a close 
examination, was caused, in my opinion, 
by sparks from a chimney being blown 
by a strong wind undernesth the gal- 
vanised iron roofing and setting fire to 
the woodwork. 

The centre chimneys in this terrace 
project only a few feet from the ridge of 
the roof, and this in conjunetion with the 
fact that the kitchen stove is in the attic, 
would certainly result in red hot sparks 
being emitted from the chimneys, and on 
the morning of the 30th ult. the wind 
was blowing towards the side of the roof 
which caught fire. 

‘As regards the roof conveying 
electricity, I have the suthority of the 
‘Actin, Foreman in charge of the Mih-ho- 
loongs for stating that he was on the 
roof from 8.30 to 10 a.m. without feeling 
any shock, though subsequently he felt 
slight shocks when his hands came in 
contact with the roof. This was caused, 
I think, by the water from the nozzles 
playing on the bare mains outside before 
touching the gxlvanised iron roofing, 
which would connect it to earth.

"W'dhort' time ago it was noted in’ these 
eqlurane that Governor Tuan Fang had 
Dean sending confidential depu 
Shanghai to make personal obscrvation 
and private enquiries about certain of 
the. local mandarins against whom some 
Chinese. merchants. and others in this 
port. hed presented a long string of 
complaints. When passing through 
@ few months age on his way 
‘er the Governorship of Kiang- 
su, it appeared that several influential 
jad already made certain com- 
plaints to'the Governor about the Mixed 
Court Magistrate, whose underlings were 
asserted ‘to be not all that they should 
be and who were said to exercise great 
influence with the Magistrate himself. 
We..anderstand thet one other serious 
complaint was made by the Chinese 
Chamber of. Commerce here against 
the sxme official, namely, the issuance 
of , warrants, used for criminal cases, 
upon defendants in civil actious—s rock 
ou which s previous Magistrate alsu 
struck, and was dismissed from office: 
Furthermore, a lack of good working 
knowledge of English, we hear, was also 
agserted to be one of the accused official’s 
shortcomings, thereby causing - mi 
unierstandings. As was his custom, 
































Governor” Tuan Fang “explained things 
to the official complained against 
and gave him a chance to reform matters, 
‘Apparently things have not turned out 
satisfactorily, for on Thursday afternoon 
his Excellnecy sent a telegram from Nan- 
king to Yuan Taotai of this port to the 
‘effect that the reputation and ability of the 
present incumbent of the International 
‘Mixed Court being such as to make him 
unsuitable for the post, steps must be 
taken: to replace him. A paragraph .in 
the “Sinwenpao” yesterday morning on 
this same subject makes:.the language of 
the: Governor very much stronger. .In 
conclusion, we learn that the acting pre- 
decessor of: the present -incumbent, Mr. 
Kuan Chin, who gave uniform: satisfac: 
tion during’ the’ short time he filled the 
Mixed Court bench last spring, and who 
has experience and a good working know- 
ledge of English, having been acting, 
since leaving the Mixed Court, as chi 
English Interpreter to the Shanghai 
‘Taotai, will probably be chosen to suceed 
the present magistrate. 


ASerious Charge. 

‘The Shanghai ‘Taotai received yester- 
day a dispatch from Wang, sub-prefect 
of South T‘ungchon (near Nanking) 
complsining that a certain Ku Chih-yun, 
attached in same officipl capacity («Sz 
ship”) to the Chitu Hui (Foreign Chris

‘A Pekirig corresporident states that 
atarecent audience, while questioning 
‘an official who had come from Shanghai, 
his Majesty the Emperor having learned 
that there is quite a large number of! 
tandard foreign works on almost every 
branch of science and philosophy, as well 
as histories of various ancient and modern 
countries, that have been translated into 
Chinese and are now on sale at the book- 
shops of Shanghai, at once issued com- 
monds to the Imperial Household 
Department to send a special official of 
the Court down to Shanghai to purchaso 
as many such books as can be bought. 
Ocoasionally « high official seuds the 
Emperor s translated work or so, and 
these are always read with avidity by his 
Majesty, but the donors generally take 
care to send only such books as have no 
dangerous tendency to influence their 
readers to seek to revolutionise existing! 
conditions. Evidently his Majesty had 














been so far kept in ignorance of the fact 
that such large numbers of foreign books 
of every sort had been translated into 
Chinese and ready to the hand by the 
mere paying for them, for the Emperor 
is said to have sharply rebuked the 
official whose duty it is to enligh- 
ten him on all matters relating to 
foreign affairs, and then imposed upon 
the Imperial Household Department the 
task of procuring foreign translated works 
for him, instead of the Waiwupu. His 
Majesty also commanded that the sum of 
Tis. 70,000 should be at once set aside 
forthe purchase of these books, and that 
upon arrival at Peking they should be 
taken charge of by the ofticials of the 
Imperial Library (Shang  &hu-yuan) 
who are to hand up to the Emperor the 
books in succession as he has finished 
one after another, Being a rapid and 
voluminous reader it is reckoned that his 
majesty will be abla to complete the 
perusal of these translated works at an 
average ofa book aday of about three 
hundred pages, large type. 

Another Prince of the Blood to go 

Abroad.

The Reported Arming of China. 

‘A Chinese official of high rank recently 
arrived from Peking, in an interview with 
‘a representative of this paper, speaking 
of certain rumours among foreigners that 
China was arming preparatory to another 
war with the “Barbarians of the West,” 
warmly denied the imputation, from his 
‘own knowledge of affairs in general. Our 
Governmont, ho said, is aware of its weak- 
ness in the matter of well and properly 
drilled troops which puts the country at the 
morcy of the first aggressive Power. This, 
it is only natural, all patriotic officials 
are determined to remedy without delay. 
China, as rule, moos slowly, but what 
sho foars is partition, and this very 
‘apprehension makes hor officials work 
feverishly towards the desired ond of 
making China strong enough to prevent 
such a catastrophe. Thon thero is the 
war in Manchuria the end of which no 
‘one can foresee and all Chinese feel the 
need of having a strong army to hold 
those three provinces no matter how the 
War will turn out, for there is no 
intoution to allow the eradlo of tho 
dynasty to be wrested perpetually by an 
‘alien Powor, All theso are incentive 
to all Chinese officials (Manchus of 
course, are also included in the term 
‘Chinese,”) to raiso a strong woll- 
drilled and maodern-armed Army with- 
out delay so as.to be ready for all 
such eventualities as have been noted in 
the foregoing, There is, according to 
the sincere opinion of the interviewed 
mandarin, not tho slightest cause for 
anxioty on the part of foreigners in China 
of a second and a greater “Boxer” war 
fo the near future. Sentiment about 
foreigners in China has changed since 
1900 and is still changing, until in a short 
time anti-foreign mobs will be the excep- 
tion rather than tho rule. When the 
Government possesses @ numerous and 
properly equipped army so much less 
Will there be the chance of mob rule and 
riots of any sort or colour ; snti-man- 
Garin, or anti-foreign. Indeed since the 
last txo or three months this feverish 
anxiety to raiso and arm additional 
armies in the Northern, Central and 
Southern provinces has become accen- 
tuated rather than lesson :d, as from 
socret reports received from various 
Chinese Ministers abroad there are fears 
in Europe and America that the war bo- 
twoon Japan and Russia is drawing other 
nations into the warlike arena, and that 
by tho spring of next year no ono need 
be surprised if he soos a general war on 
the two continents of Europe and Asia. 
‘Then where would poor China be, if sho 
remains as weak as after the disastrons 
year of 1900? This danger is fully re- 
Zognised at Peking and the Government 
is quite naturally and properly preparing 
for eventuslities. But a general sn! 
foroign war is out of the question ; the 
Tessons of 1900 are too recent, if for no 
other reason. 

Virtue is its own Reward. 

Yesterday afternoon a youth, the son 
of Mr. Liu, accountant of the “Yi Pin 
Shiang” Foreign-styled Restaurant, pick- 
ed up a nitive Bank Order for $800, on 
‘he street, which upon examination he 

ound to be in favour of 
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Red Cross Society. As the Bank order 
was made payable to bearer young Liu 
cashed the order at the Bank issuing the 
document and then surprised the people 
at the Chinese Red Cross office, at the 
Silk Guild, by giving them the money 
and telling his story as to how he had 
found the order, ete. Honesty like this 
should be recorded which we gladly do 
now. 


No Need to Emigrate. 

‘A plan is on foot among certain wealthy 
Chinese in the South td stem the tide of 
emigration of coolies abroad by opening 
to agriculture some 500,000 mow of land 
now lying fallow and uncultivated in the 
district of Hsiwénhsien, in Leichou pre- 
fecture, Kuangtung province. The lands 
in question are said to be rich and suit- 
able for all kinds of cereals, and the cul- 
tivation of the sugar cane as well ns 
hemp. There aro also other extensive 
tracts of fine arable land in other parts 
of Kuangtung province, which are at 
present uninhabited, also to be thrown 
open to immigrants as soon as matters 
can be arranged.

Military ‘Acadomy. Taotai T‘ao Sén-chia 
being “a really capable official, who has 
been several times to Japan and one of the 
progressive sort, the cadets, among whom 
the ‘Taotai is very popular, naturally do 
not like to lose their Director.

FIRES 


Ar 5.34 p.m. on Monday the alarm rang 
for a fire in Yunnan Road. The fire 
started in the kitchen of No. 126, and 
although the Brigade promptly got on 
three streams they were unable to quench 
the flames before the upper floors of the 
‘adjoining houses on both sides had been 





damaged. Two streams were put on in 
front, and two at the back, and in leas 
than twenty minutes the firo was under 
control. In about half an hour all the 
reels left, lonving the buildings in charge 
of the coolie corps. The top floor of 
No. 126 was gutted. The roof of No. 127 
fell in; Nos. 128 and 125 wore slightly 
damaged by fire and water. All these 
buildings wore small shops. 

Ar twonty minutes to eleven on Monday 
night the alarm again sounded, for a fire 
that had broken out in a native draper's 
shop situated at the junction of Haukow 
and Fohkion Roads. The Deluge Company 
were holding their annual meeting at the 
time, and they wore thus easily first on 
the scene with all their trucks. Six 
streams were laid on in all, three from 
the Fohkien Road side, one from Hankow 
Rod, and wo from behind. The flamos 
wero quickly extinguished and in half-au 
hour's time there was only smouldering 
débris engaging the attention of the 
Brigade. ‘The shop in which: tie fire 
broke ont No. 642 Fokien Road was 
totally destroyed, and Nos. 641 and 
643.4 wore damaged by fire and water. 

A Big Blaze. 

At 6.30 p.m. on Wednesday tho brignde 
was called out to x sorious fire'in the Han.

The Making of Miustrations. 

A branch of the photographic art that 
is rarely touched upon by amateur 
Photographers, yet isits greatest offspring 
at the present’ day, was brought before 
the members at Thursday night’s meoting. 
Messrs. McIntosh and Winning were the 
lecturers and the subject was “ Process 
Photography,” in other words, the 
manufacture of metal plates or blocks 
for printing the illustrations that are 
such a feature of magazine and com. 
mercial work to-day, a process which hay 
gone farther towards attaining the photo- 
grapher’s ideal of reproducing his subject 
in colours than any other method known. 
Dr. Reid, in afew words, introduced 
the lecturers, 

In introducing the subject of photo- 
engraving, Mr. McIntosh referred to the 
commonly used word “process,” anit 








showed that the important part photo-

of preparing printing surfaces was re- 
spousible for the remarkable blossom- | 
ing out of literature in the way of 
illustration.

The 
clement of accuracy was noted—less 
opportunity being given for the free 
fancy of the engraver. 

Sir Henry James was mentioned in 
connection with the first attempts at 
zinc-etching in 1859. American, Ger- 
man, and French claimants for th 
honours of starting half-toue work were 
referred to, special praise being given to 
Meisenbach of Berlin.  Tri-chromatic 
printing was touched on, but time limited 
the lecturer, and but a cnrsory glance 
was given to this most fascinating branch 
of the art. 

The main methods of 
graphy, photo-collotypy, aud photo- 
gravure wero explained. The prepara- 
tion of zinc blocks from line negatives 
was lucidly shown, Mr. MeIntosh ex- 
hibiting negativesand zine platesin various 
stages of development. 

Mr. Winning then explained the 
method by which half-tones are pro- 
ducod. A photograph is taken with a 
glass plate ruled with fine lines inter- 
posed between the subject and the

‘coss wore passed round. 

‘Tho Rev. C. E. Darwent inquired of the 
lecturer whether the art of steel- 
engraving was not being arrested by 
the newer process. He regretted if 
that was so and was of the opinion that 
no half-tone picture could compare with ! 
the old method of hand engraving on 
1. A ‘“steol” was the work of a 
skilled artist and no mechanical process 
could reproduce the atmosphere that 
made tho older print so distinctive. An 
artist's proof of a fine engraving was a 
prized ion. 

‘Mr. H. A. Keily combated this view. 
Ho held that the value of the “steel” 
was merely forced, that, as in philately, 
the value was approximate to tho rarity.

The half-tone was truthful and the 
“fancy of the engraver,” so palpable in 
old prints, was a negligible quantity.

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THE INTERPORT 
CRICKET MATCH. 


In the friendly criticisms of Shanghai 
cricket in the recent interport matches, 
quoted from the ““ Hongkong Telegraph,” 
two expressions seem to call for comment. 

The writer of those notes cannot hai 
watched the cricket very carefully, if he 
speaks of Shanghai's “ complete failnre,” 
adding the remark that “ Shanghai never 
looked like winning against Hongkong.” 

Tn the first day’s play, on a fiery bumpy 
wicket, Shanghai made 229, and then 
dismissed four of Hongkong’s best bats- 
men for 94. “Agsin, on the last morn 
of the match, the Hongkong wickets wo1 
falling fast, and it looked at one time as 
if the small total of 107 runs, which were 
wanted to win the match, would not be 
reached. R. Hancock, the Hongkong 
captuin, one of the most fearless hitters, 
was forced to play with extreme caution, 
and it was due in a great measure to his 
effort that Hongkong won the match. 

‘Turning to individual players, mention 
should be made of Potter's excellent cay 
taincy. He never bowled better in bi 
life, and his batting, in the second 
nings against the Straits, very nearly 
turned the fortunes of the day. Drum. 
mond’s wicket-keeping on the dangero! 
ground was splendid, and he gave away 
very few byes. ‘T. Wallace, standing 
back, did well against the Straits. The 
wicket, which was bad in the first match, 
was very good for the rest of the game: 
0. V, Lanning’s Fabian tactics were very 
useful in the Hongkong match, and 8. 
Wallace batted consistently throughout. « 

Dew played a great game, scoring 
freely, und showing plenty of nerve.

Sleeping Accommodation. 

‘As regards the construction of a sell 
house for boarders, there is no detail which 
has provoked so much discussion as the 
accommodation fur sleeping. We have 
two dormitories ere capable of tuking 
twenty heds each without overcrowding. 
A great deal has been exid for and against 
cubicles and small rooms, but the open 
dormitory seems to receive most approval 
from experts, I have here the upinions 
of De. Duke, for many years Medical 
Oficer to Rugby S.bot, and a recognised 
expert on matters affecting school health 
and sanitation. “I have no he-itation 
in ssying that in many schools a ‘ first-class 
fare’ is charged for a ‘ third-class accom- 
modation.’ And yet the physical and 
moral health of the scholars varies very 























touch according to the sleeping accommo- 
dation provided. Of all school arrange- 
‘ments cubicles are undoubtedly the worst. 
However any human being, professin 
to be an educator of the young, coul: 
construct them and uphold _ their 
virtues, I fail to understand, and yet 
they, are largely im rogue 
in the large open jitory tl 

foot cam see all in the room, and or 
this purpose sufficient light should be 
provided ; but the socrect ofthe cubicle 
at onee increases the power of the bad boy, 
and takes from the prefect the possibility 
of supervision. The argument of those 
who advocate cubicles is, that the open 
dormitory tends to vulgarity or coarseness 
of manners, through its lack of privacy. 
Even if this were inevitable, I would yet 
aay, let us have this open coarseness of 
manners, rather than tht secret vice which 
undermines the whole character and con- 
stitution, wnd is the primary cause of a 








large proportion of the evil in ‘Society.’ 
But I would urge that this coarseness 
of manners is not inevitable, and I 





maintain that with « properly consti- 

tuted prefectorial system, based on 

character as well as on position in the 

school, the tone of the dormitory coul 

would'be, and ought to be, as good as is 
ible to be obtained amongst human 

ings.” 

Progress. 

‘The war has been a disturbing element in 
more directions than one. Our proximity 
to the scene of hostilities, rumours of 
drifting mines, have discouraged visitors 
from coming here season, and to some 
extent we have also been affectel. "We 
are glad, however, to be able to report: 
some growth. Last prize day we hi 
hoarders, we now have 23. A great deal 
has been prophesied about the progress and 
development of Weihaiwei by successive 
administrators. As regards the number of 
resident Europeans the process would seem 
to b» retrogressive, for at one time we had 
Il day-scholars and now one only. We 
may, however, reasonably expect that when 
peace is established and public confidence 
restored, the Colony’s development will no 
longer be x theme for optimistic prophets 
but will become accomplished fret. 


The School's Connection. 

Our connection, as a school, is widely 
extended. So.ne of our pupils ‘come from 
the most northern treaty port_and one 
from the most southerly. To all Europeans 
on the China const we say unbesitaing!y : 
“The education of a growing Iad to 
successful must be carried on under sati 
factory conditions of climate and sanitation. 
“Mens sana im corpore sano.’ You can 
have neither the one nor the other in an 
unhealthy locality.” We may confident 
ly predict that, with the example of 
Hongkong before them—not to mention 
the ‘Treaty Poits—if Weihaiwei ix to be 
the regalat summer resort and sanitarium 
7 the China fleet, the authorities here will 
prevent the crowding together of a, large 
native population, and that, as in Hong- 
kong at the eleventh hoar it has been decid- 
ed to reserve the Peak for foreigners only, 80 
here certain distsicts will he marked off for 
European residences and only a limited 
nuinber of Chinese allowed to reside there- 
‘The Germans at Tsingtao have, I be- 
lieve, already done this. 


Climate. 

Te is scarcely necessary to stale again 
what we think of the cl-mste, but it wou'd 
not be out of place to quote Dr. Hickit 
views as given in the official report, The 
new Medical Officer confirms the opinions 
of other doztors who have lived here, and 
though he refers particularly to Liukung- 
tao, his remarks wo ild, I presume, app'y 
equally to Port Edward. “The Taland of 
Liukang,” he writes, ‘tis extremely healthy, 
The clima’e is undoubtedly a fine on, 
Cool io summer, sunny and bracing 15 
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winter, it is salubrious all the year round. 
Previous reports 0° its excellence 
been exaggerated.” The sanitation ‘is 
probably better than that of any other 
watering place in Chins. ‘The reasons for 
this are manifold, There is no overcrowd- 
ing. Government can execute any m:asures 
it Tikes to devise, and has the advantage 
of profiting by le-s ms taught by other wud 
older-catablished places.” 


Health Record. 

‘As might be expected frum resider 
newly-built premises in good sanitary 
surroundings we are able to show an excel- 
lent health record. ‘There was an isolated 
case of measles imported from Shanghai 
on the return of the boys from the long 
vacation in February. Beyond the usual 
quantum of sprains, cuts, and bruises that 
help to vary the monotony wf a littie boy's 
life, we have nothing further to report. 


Sports. 

Woe are so conveniently situated as 
regards the sea that this summer we 
wore in and on the w: great deal 
more than in former years. In the 
warm weather the beach below the 
school becomes au excellent supple- 
mentary playground. Mr. Fell’s example 
has groatly encouraged and improved 
tho swimming, and though it is scarcely 
to be expected that a boy will rival h 
feat in noarly swimming round the 
nd, perhaps next year some will 
succood in crossing the entrance which 
two boys attempted—though unsuccess- 
fully—this season. Cricket languishes 
for want of competition and through the 
couater-attraction of boating and  bath- 
ing. Football is treated moro seriously. 
Ina match played against the midship-

@ goal to nil, though in fairness to our 
opponents it should be stated that they 
Played one man short most of the game 
tnd had hed no opportunitice of pi 
ing before the match. 

Curriculum. 

Ediicationists agree that the school 
curriculum should be wide and the 
feos, as far as possible, inclu- 
sive; those subjects being considered 
extras only which require special quali 
fication or visiting toachers. At this 
‘school, apart from music, Chinese, short- 
hand and drill, which ‘are extras, the 
curriculum includes Latin, French’ and 
German, and in mathematics, algebra 
and Euclid. ‘Though their early edu 
tion was defective our senior boys have, 
since their entry, made considerable pro- 

in these subjects, especially ducing 
year. In the languages they 
ttorly had a groat deal of practice 
in translation. In algebra they have 
one as far as the progressions and 
indicos We have traversed 
the first four books of Euclidl’s elements. 
Two boys intend, when they reach the 
age limit, to sit for the competitive en- 
trance examination of the Consular Ser- 
vie.

Public Examination. 

We propose to have the Coliege of 
Preceptors’ examinations here next sum- 
mer. Several of the seniors, if here 
then, will take the Ist-class papers. 
This examination is of about the same 
standard as the riculation examina- 
tion of London University, and is fre- 
quently taken by boys leaving schvol at 













































































home. Boys in the other forms of the 
school will also take the College's 
examinations of lower standards. Though 


in England thero are some signs of a 
revolt among educationists against what 





has been called the “ tyranny of examina- 
tions,” it is generally admitted that an 
oceasionsl public examination is useful 
as affording an independent test of pro- 
gress in scholarship. 


Educational Progress. 

In England there has been marked 
progress—almost a revolution—in educa- 
tional ideas and standards of recent 
years. Old schools with anciont ideas 
are being modernised. It has been 
recognised that much of the education 
given has been wasteful, that a boy has 
often been taught for years with little 
reference to his probable future career, 
and that he has frequently left school 
ill-fitted for his work in life. I quote— 
for instance—the opinion of an educs- 
tionist from a standard work : “A crying 
evil in England at present is that the 
old classical curriculum dominates in 
the smaller grammar i 
‘haps send up one boy every alternate 
your, or less frequently, to theuniversitios, 
and ‘the mass of boys are sacrificed to a 
curriculum demanded by an occasional 
boy.” 

We have at last recognised—as the 
Americans und Germans do—that, if we 
are to keep our place among the gi 
tions, educational work mus 
its due. Certain Acts of Ps 
recently passed, will have important 
results on schools and teachers. Schools 
will be brought more and more under 
official inspection and the inefficient 
weeded out. I refer, of course, to 
the secondary schools. Elementary 
education is compulsory, and the 
voluntary and board schools aro 
already organised with trained teachers 
and under Government inspection. But 
in secondary schools, which depend in 
part or entirely on income derived from 
feos, thore has beou a remarkable absence 
of organisation and authoritative outside 
control. In the laws that are to 
regulate higher education the interests of 
the private school, which can prove its 
efficiency, have not been overlooked. It 
may interest you to learn that there are 
over 4,000 private schools in England, 
and of pupils attending secondary schools 
about 30 per cent attend the great public 
or semi-public institutions and fully 70 
per cent attend schools which are pri- 
vately owned and managed. But it is 
the teacher himself who is to receive 
greatest atten! Hitherto anyone— 
be he a faddist or religious enthusiast— 
provided he possessed sufficient powers 
of self-advertisement, has been able to 
open a school in which to experiment 
in his particular quackeries. 

How mixed and improper the moti 
of the would-be schoolmaster can be, 
well expressed in the following paragraph 
which I will read to you :— 

“Those who have the opportunity of 
seeing young men when they are leaving 
the university for school appointments, 
are accustomed to hear them talk freely 
of the advantages and disadvantages of 
the work that lies before them. The 
school is in a nice situation; the head- 
master is a good fellow ; thore is fishing, 
or cricket, or lawn-tennis to be had in 
the neighbourhood: on the other hand, 
the pay is not much and the elementary 
teaching will, of course, be drudget 
Or again, there is uo particular opening 
available at present ; something must be 
done to earn a little money; school- 
mastering is handy and can be tried for 
aterm or two; meanwhile one can look 
bout ; at any rate no special preparation 
is required ; and, ‘in the Easter vacation 
one can ran up and see the boat-race. 










































































Such are some of the considerations 








that emerge in talk; and though one 
need not infer that there is nothing 
deeper behind, yet there is often very 
little sign that the aspirant adequately 
recognises the importance, the difficulty 
and the interest of the professional work 
which he has chosen. The men, who 
‘mean to try it fora term or two, and 
makes littie money while they ‘look 
about,’ areat once the most naive and the 
most depressing. What would be thought 
of the man who entered the Church in 
such a spirit? They always remind me of 
the immortal Mrs. Lirriper’s description 
of the. ‘wandering Christians, who go 
about looking for lodgings ‘and mak- 
ing most preciso inquiries without 
a thought of permanently engag- 
ing them. I actually read the 
other day in a rather fatuous article 
directed against training, a complaint 
that those who now ‘accopt a master- 
ship for a term to see how they like 
it and because an immediate income was 
an object,’ would, if training were 
quired, be kept out of the profession 

But this will all now change. A re- 
gister is to be kept by the contral educa- 
tional authority in London of all qualified, 
trained, and competent school-inasters.

The Teacher's Aim: 





“And for tho teacher, 
thing needful 
faith in the infinite possibilities thac lie 
hidden in the nature of a young child. 
One hears so much rhetoric and nonsense 
on this subject. The school-master is 
often addressed by enthusiasts, as if he 
were more important to the body politic 
than soldier and statesman, poet and 
student, all put together; and a modest 

ud rightly rebels, against 
ion, and is fain’ to take 
refuge in a mean view of his office. But 
after all, we must never forget that those 
who maguify your office in ever so bad 
taste are substantially right. And it is 
only an elevated ideal of your profession 
which will ever enable you to contend 
against its inevitable discouragements— 
the weary repetitions, the dullness of 
some, the wilfulness of other, the low 
aims of many parents, the exaction+ of 
governors and of public bodies, the un- 
generous criticism, the false standards 
of estimation which may be applied to 
your work. What is to sustain you in 
these circumstances?

all, if honestly and "skilfully done, 
is some of the most fruitful and precious 
work in the world.

The Prizes. 


To come to the important part of this 
funetion—the presentation of prizes—I 
ought to explain how they are awarded. 
Most of the more importunt books are 
given by friends and parents interested 
in the school. I read, the other day, 
that in a small school not 1,000 miles | 
sh pupil carried of a prize, | 
ent home disappointed. ' 
These books are not given on that pri 
ciple. The school works in four groups, 
or forms, to each of which are assigned 
two prizes. The Dux Prize goes to the 
top boy. The Improvement Prize to the 
one who appears to have made most 
progress next to him. In addition to 
these, boys in the school who are first in 
English, in languages, and in mathema- 
tics each take a prize. 

‘The conduct medal may not be taken 
by the same boy more than once. Boys | 
vote on this reward and, subject to our 
approval, the boy chosen by his comrades 
as the one who exerts tho best all round 
influence gets this medal. Of the 23 
votes given 20 went to one boy, and wo 
have much pleasure in confirming the 
election. 

‘Tho publishers havo sent us one book | 
too many, and we have decided to award | 
it to aboy who has not been here a year, 
but who takes a good place in his form 
with the marks gained in two terms.

There was uo reason why as good a 
standard of preparatory education should 
not be obtained at Weihaiwei School as 
at the average public school in England. 
He noticed that Greek was not incinded 
in the curriculum, but he had no doubt 
that in the case of particular boys arrange- 
ments could be made for instructionin that 
subject. Except, perhaps, in this particular 
it ought to be quite possible for a boy to 
procure at the school all the education 
hecessary for entrance to University, 
for instance, Responsions at Oxford. 

‘A very important thing in a school was 
ite tone.

In fact, it was very 
often the case that a senior boy pos- 
sessed greater influeuce on his comrades 
than amaster on the staff.

LI's GUILT OR 
ENGLAND'S? 





‘Those who are feeling that steps should 
be taken to prevent in future the sacrifice 
of so many lives, the blighting of so many 
more, will do well to consider how this 
present war has been brought about 
Nations bave their duties as well as 
individuals and from the moment when 
England made herself une quantité négli- 
geable, as one of the best diplomatists in 
the Far East described her, some ten 
years ago, it became inevitable that either 
‘Russia must engulf Japan, or Japan resist 
Russia. A letter of the late Li Hung- 
chang to the Iste Prince Yung Lu has 
lately been quoted with very severe com- 
ment, snd without apparently consider- 
ing how well Li knew that “in present 
circumstances it might be difficult for us 
to recover possession of it (Manchuria).” 
Knowing what Li knew of the condition 
of the Chinese Army he might as well 
have written frankly ~ impossible.” He 




















therefore relied upon war between Russia 
and Japan, and whichever side wou, hoped 
to secure some advantage for his own 
country—an opportunist policy, all that 
he had ever attained toin hislonglife. But 
this is to consider the letter as if 
we knew no more, had never heard of 
the cheque st Moscow, which an eye- 
witness, one of, our most brilliant writers, 
assured me he had seen. What also of 
the following story, which I now simply 
proceed to relate us it wae told to me, in 
the hope that it may be either refuted 
or confirmed. The events are so recent 
they are surely easily susceptible of proof 
or disproof. 

The story is that when Li was sent for 
by the Dowager Empress to come to 
Peking and make terms of pence with the 
Allies there was a little trouble abont hit 
. Lhad heard before that it 
originally intended he should travel in 
a Russian man-of-war or be guarded by @ 
Russian man-of-war, but tho British 
Admiral stopped that, saying the British 
fing was enough protection, I now hear 
that Li changed hip on the river 
opposite the Kaiping mine wharves, there 
getting on to one of that Company's 
steamers, and that on the new steamer 
there were number of field guns and 
ammunition, When told these would 
cause trouble on arrival at Tangku, Li 
said: “I am on a Peaco Commission, 
they trust me, there will be no trouble 
at all.”

‘This is surely exactly of a piece with the 
rest of Li’s policy, and how much it was 
approved in the eyes of the “ Liege 
Lady,” to use Ku Hang-ming’s favourite 
phrase, is sufficiently shown. by the un- 
exampied honour just recently accorded 
to his heir, one never before granted to 
a Chinese. 

‘That he and his “Liege Lady ” were 
agreed as to their line of policy I cannot 
understand anyone doubting.

oticer of our Intelligence Department, 
whilst I pleaded I did not believe there 
were any ladies there, that if there were 
I should like to see them, and certainl; 
could not frighten them, We have ail 
heard since what treasure was. hidden 
behind. those doors. 

Judging Li Hung-chang, we must re- 
member he was the Dowager Empress’ 
Prime Minister, and to remuin so must 
act in accordance with her interests ; xnd 
in considering this war aud the miserable 
expenditure of human lives, and yet 
larger number of unhxppy lives blighted 
by the loss of the bread-winners, the 
loved ones, we must realise how long and 
how carefully Russian politicians have 
been prepariag their various moves, 
absolutely regardless of the misery they 
might cause in Russi 

It is far more the thought of the 
unhappy, unwilling Russians led to 
slaughter than of the Japanese dead that 
moves me to write these lins. For the 
Japanese go gladly to die for their 
country, knowing it is a matter of life 
and denth for her; the Russians most 
uawillingly. Whut do they know of 
Manchuria, poor good-natured peasants ? 
But it might surely all have been averted 
if England had maintained her post as 
policeman of the worll’s peace, and not 
made herself, as she continues to maxe 
herself, une quantité negliveable in the 
Far East. ff the war continues we 
shall have to fight in the end. [f we 
had shown ourselves ready to fight from 
the first aud insisted with Japan on 
Russia keoping to its agreemant abont 
Manchuria who can think there would 
then have been any war? Why should 
Li Hung-chang have written of us ~ for 
England cannot employ foree” » We 
know it is false, but what pains 
we have taken to convince the Far 
Exst it is truo, and till it is only 
‘® pain to look at our huge men-of-war 
never used, kept as toys, too expensive 
to be properly exercised and in proper 
gun practise even, and with, as I still 
believe, the finest men in the workt i 
active behind those guns, when they 
ought to be always active in upholding 
justice, repelling aggression, and promot- 
ing pence thronghont the world. We 
want no more land. We waut p we 
English. But if the policeman neglects 
his work, peaceful citize arm 
themselves to eject burylars. we Chi- 
neso could not by themselves drive the 
Russians out of Manchuris. ‘Taey knew 
At, all the world knew it, especially Russia.

There are two routes open to the 
travellor desirons of esvaping from the 
remote capital of Yiiunan to the outside 
world and the civilisation of the West— 
doth arduous and ditlicule, both leading 
over high mount in passes and by deep 
river vulleys—the one due west to the 
valley of the Lrrawaddy, across the 
defiles of the Mekon atl the Salween, 
and so on to Rangoon—the other due 
south to the valley of the Red River 
and theuce fo the coast at Haiphong, 



















If 
bound to Europe, the road to Rangoon 
is the more direct, and by much the 
shorter: returning to China, we chose 
the way by the Red River rather than 
return once more over the terrible 
pathways of Laowat‘an and northern 














Yiionan; notwithstanding that the 
latter leads across the healthy uplands 
of the northern plateau, while the 





southern route dips down to the low 
encased valley of the Red River, which 
hhxs at this season a bad reputation for 
heat and malaria, and by which we found 
the discomforts of travel far geeater than 
those on the land journey. On the 
other hand Haiphong can be reached 
from Yiinnanfu in about a fortnight, 
while the journey overland to Suifu— 
where the Yangtze is reached and tl 
lusurious travel on the Great River 
resumed—ocenpies a full month's time. 
Daring our stay in Yiinnanfu we made 
various excursions to the picturesque 
mountains which encircle the basin in 
which lies tho city with its great lake, a 
tine sheet of water 23 miles N. by S. and 
12 miles across at its greatest width. 
Ou the wostern shore the mountains 
(here about 1,500 feet) dip steoply into 
the lake. A zigzag well paved road leads 
up to a tomple situated over half-way up, 
the road bemg cut through a forest of 
fine large fir trees—the absence of the 
usual bare mountain slopes being due to 
the presence of the temple. These temples 
are invariably surrounded by extensive 
groves, proving what a valuable resource 
in timbor the Chinese neglect by their 
thriftless xnnual buruing of the mountain 
slopes in the dry season—besides the 
calamities of alternate floods and drought 
for witich they have only themselves to 
thank. Here the priests, in olden time, 
have cut ont a gallery in the face 
of the cliff aud have left in situ pillars 
and ornamental balustrades excavated iu 
the original rock, at a point whence there 
is a sheer drop to the deep water below, 
and from which there is a maguificent 
prospect ucross the lake to the’ pietar- 
esque city of Yiinnan and its amphi- 
theatre of mountains to the north and 
west. The site of our titfin on the terrace 
in front of the temple was truly unique, 
and the now i August, 
fresh and cool, though the direct « 
the sun in this latitude (25° are 
always hot. Crossing the mountain at 
the north end of the lake, we eame upon

chou. “Whether owing to the fact that 
they cannot the altitude and 
so take to opium sm as a relief, 
the fact remains that the Yéunanese are, 
of all Chinese, the most illiterate and 
the most apathetic, an:l are certainly not 
equal in energy to the aboriginal Lolo 
and Miaotse, whom they sv cordially 
despise. In the range to the N. E. of the 
city is a remarkable mountain with twin 
peaks, known as the Tiehling, or Iron 
mountain, sacred to Féngshni, with a 
temple surrounded by a fine grove at its 
foot. The limestone strata are here 
tilted to the vertical and the consequence 
is that, from a distance, the mountain has 
a striped appearance. As we climb the 
steep sides of its peaks, which rise some 
800 feet above the average of the range,

wo find these stripes resolve themselves 
into ridges of harder stone, broken up 
into more or less isolated blocks of 


ragged weathered limestone, while 
between the ridges are depressions, 
where the softer intervening strata 


have been denuded. These are now all 
grass-grown and afford pasturage to 
mobs of ponies, as well as to cattle and 
swine. The lines of black rock aud the 
intervening strips of geass give the moun- 
tain its striped appearance and, in the 
eyes of the Chinese, its sacred character. 

‘Tho story goes that tho Tiebling forms 
the head of a dragon, whose tail is in 
Szechuan, and hence that he devours the 
riches of Yiinnan to cast them forth again 
in the favoured province to the north. 
Another charming spot in the same range, 
ten miles east of the city, is Heilungt‘an, 
Black Dragon Springs, where is also a 
fine temple guarding x stream of pure 
water which gushes from the limestone 
and afterwards goes to form a small river ; 
the meandering course of the stream 
being traceable, as it winds across the 
rice plain, by the triple row of find old 
fir trees, originally planted on the slopes 
of its embankments. This, its principal 
afiluent, falls into the lake opposite the 
Hsishan, 

The hill sides aro here covered with a 
fine variety of deciduous trees, bamboos 
and couifere the property of the temple. 
f, being built ou the slope 
of n small limestone ridge rising out of 
the plain, and which disappears under 
the expanse of paddy fields wich inter- 
veno between its walls and the lake, 
forms a prominent feature in the lund: 
scape. This ridge, scattered over with 
picturesquely shnped protruding lime- 
stone blocks, both outside and inside the 
city wall which runs along its crest, falls 
to the south in fantastic cliffs, yielding 
caves adorned with ancient inscriptions, 
while handsome temple pavilions, re- 
minding one of Peking by their 
architecture xnd spacions courts, are 
built on the level ground below. Beyond 
is the Lotus Lake, which, with stoue 
causeways running through it, leading to 
pavilions, teahouses, and paddy fields, is 
all enclosed within the city walls, Here 
too is the provineial arsenal, employing 
some 200 men, the workman superin- 
tondent being Shanghai man once in 
the employ of Farnham, Boyd & Co. 
The nominal head is a Taotwi from 
Hunat. (Mo) who commanded a division 
of Hunan braves in the inglorious Chinese 
vampaign in Manchuria in 1804, 

The city of Yiinnan successfully with- 
stool three sieges ducing the Malom- 
medan war of 1856-1872, the last siege 
ing been raised as the place was about 
to surrender, owing to the hitherto sue- 
cessful Mahommedan General Ma Ju- 
lung, having surrendered to, some say 
having been bonght over | by, the 
ists at the moment when final 
victory was within his geasp. ‘This defec- 
tion of his best genoral rendered hopeless 
the cause of the Panthay chief at Talifu, 
and gradually the rebellion was suppress- 
ed and the country “ pacified” by the 
rathless Governor ‘Tsén Yii-ying, in the 
final massacre of the inhabitants after its 
peaceful surrender in January, 1873. 
Tséu Yo-ying was a Kuangsi mau, father 
of the famous Viceroy, ‘Tsén Civ‘un-hisuen. 
Ma Ju-lung’s timely’ surrender saved 
Yiiunanfa from a like fate, and the 
desolation within its walls that still 
characterises all the other towns of the 
province with few exceptions. A lifelike 
statue of the famous Futai has been 
erected iu a spacious temple built in bis 
honour. Dressed in his official robes, his 
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inted foxtures show a striking family | so proceed in the direction of least

In leaving Yiinnan for the coast, we 
diverged froin the direct road to Méngtse 
in order to learn somewhat of the progress 
of the railway now buildin, instead 
of proceeding due south and following 
along the east shore of the Yunnan lake 
wo turned off almost due east across the 
mountains to the city of Yliang, the seat 
of the headquarters staff of the northern 
section of the road. The “ tracet” or 
alignment of the railway, has been a sore 
subject of discussion and has been twice 
changed; the question being: Should 
the line follow the old Chinese trade 
routoto Méngtse and Manhao, thus taking 
in the principal cities and tapping the 
more populous valleys of the region; or 
should the alignment be the easiest 
vbtainable from a technical point of 
view. Both present great engineering 
difficulties, involving heavy outlay for 
cuttings and tunnels, so that it is not 
surp that the engineers should have 
finally decided on taking the line round 
by defiles which nature has excavated, 



































although the country passed through is } 


mostly without population or trade. 

‘Tho Yiinnan plateau, as we have before 
stated, is nothing but an endless succes- 
sion of small isolated oases—cuvettes or 
basine—somefilled with deep-water lakes, 
others partially occupied by shallow 
mores,—dotted about amidst a soa of 
rugged mountains. Those basins, where 
‘alone the Chineso staff of life, paddy, is 
cultivable, are naturally the only abodes 
of population who communicate with 
each other by passes over the walls of 
their respective basins; the few small 
rivers that flow above ground have cut 
out deep narrow defiles in the limestone 
‘and have provided no surplus room for 
villages or agriculture, while their gorges 
form a practically impassable barrier to 
inter-communication. The main pro- 
blem, however, before the Ydnnan 
Railway Company was how best to climb 
‘the wall-like ascent of 5,000 feet from 
the Red River valley on to the plateau ; 
whether to ascend by a natural gorge and 





country, or whether to follow the old 
road and so pass from basin to basin 
either over the intervening mountains or 
beneath them. This latter was the plan 
originally selected, but after much time 
and money had been spent on the survey 
and some preliminary work had been 
executed, it was ultimately determined 
to follow up the defile of an afiluent 
which rises on the high plateau to the 
east of Méngtso, and 2,000 feet above 
that town, and thence falls into the Red 
River at Laokai. North of Méngtse and 
between it and Yinnanfu, the line now 
determined upon follows up the compara- 
tively easy valley of the Tachéugkiang up 
tothe “basin” in which stands the city 
of Yliang, leaving the high roal from 
Méngtse to Yiinnan, from which it is 
separated by a lofty mountain range, 
some 30 miles to the east. After traver- 
sing Yliang the railway turns west, winds 
through another deep gorge and then 
i low pass (500°) at length 
emerges in the Yi The total 
distance from Laokai to Yannanfu by the 
new “tracet” is 4482 kilometres (= 280 
miles), which is six kilometres longer than 
by the old“ tracet.” This is the work to be 
carried out by the Yunnan Railway Co., 
who will eventually have the exploitation 
of the whole line from Haiphong to Yui 
nanfu, a distance of 521 miles,. in th 
hands and for which a loan of £4,000,000 
has been guaranteed 3} per cont interest 
by the French Government. From 
Hanoi to Laokai, a distance of 311 miles, 
the railway, which follows up the loft 
bank of the Red River, is being built by 
the Public Works department, i.e., by the 
Government of French Indo-China, and 
this line the department is under 
penalty to the Yiinnan Company to com- 
plete by April of next year. At the 
momont the line is only in working 
order as farins Viétri, 225 kilomtros short 
of Laokai; the line has been laid up to 
Yenbay, 82 kilometres farther, but on this 
section the embankments along the river 
have been washed away by the summer 
freshets. When trains are ru 
through the whole 521 miles from 
phong to Yunnanfa, as it is expected they 
will be three years hence, the Yannan 
sanitarium with its dry bracing air may 
well take precedence of Japan as the 
health resort of Tongking and South 
China.

road, cut by the railroad men, which 
ts the mountains to the north of 
the Yangtsunghai, a charming mountain 

about 12 by 2 miles, which the 
ich call “ Petite Suisse,” and where 
it is in contemplation to open ion 
and build a summer hotel when the line 
is completed. The scenery hereabouts 
is very pleasing, the mountains being 
wooded and abounding in orchids, which 




















we picked as we went along. Chinese 
habitations are conspicuous by their 
absence, and the whole country has the 
charm of a region newly opened to 
travel. ‘The little lake is entirely en- 
closed by monntains and its waters are 
deep blue. We descended to the ford 
of the small river which drains. the 
lake eastwards and which joins the 
Yliang basin by a deep gorge, of 
which the ongineers have taken advan- 
tage to run the railway through it. All 
gorges in limestone country have a 
family likeness, and this one might be the 
Wushan Gorge of the Yangtze on a small. 
scale, with its cliffs rising vertically 
from the water's edge, capped by steep 





mountain slopes above. The gorge is 
some ten miles long while the river that 
has cut it out is barely twenty yards in 
width : it fows with a fierce current, the 
city of Yliang lying nearly 1,000 fect 
below the level of Yunnanfu. The roar 
of the stream and the boom of the 
explosions where the tunnels, of which 
there are sixteen in this one defile, are 
being blasted out, was audible on the 
chemin de service, which is cut at a 
level some 600 feet above the water, the 
mountain peaks rising nearly 1,000 feot 
higher. 

‘Our stage on this second day (26th 
August) was Yliang, but shortly before 
sunset we were caught in the heaviest 
thunderstorm it has ever been my fortune 
to be out in; the road became a 
quagmire and as the day darkoxed in we 
came to a full stop within some four 
miles only of our destination ; the flashes 
of lightuing showed a village ahead, to 
which we painfully made our way 
and took refuge in an empty out 
house: our carrying coolies failed 
to put in an appearance and wo 























wont supperless to bed on the Gor. 
This is the second time only im yoars 
of travel, thar we experienced such a 
contretemps and had to pass a night 
without one bedding, but it was actually 
impossible for the heavily Inden carrying 
coolies, having once dropped behind, to 
come on in snch worther in the dark; 
they had found shelter some two miles to 
the rear and were very apologetic when 
they joined us at Yliang on the following 
day. Fortunately the wenther was mild 
aud we suffered nothing worse than n 
night’s discomfort.

JUDGMENT IN THE 
WONGKOL-UJINA 
COLLISION CASE. 


From rue “Cniva Matt” 
— 

In giving judgment against the Ujina in 
the action between the British India S. N. 
Co. xnd the North-German Lloyd 8. 8. Co. 
yesterday. His Lordship, in denling with 
the red light incident, said :—The Captain 
of the Ujina stated that he was proceeding 
up the Sulphur Channel to tak» up his 
berth near Stonecutter’s Island, a course 
which would have cleared him from all 
ships in the harbour, when suddenly a red 
light was displayed on the Wongkoi, which 
reasonubly led the Cuptain to suppose that 
the ship was about to crow his bows and 
that he was justified in altering his helm. 
Mr. Slade contended that the evidence 
brought forward by him ought to be con- 

notwithstanding the positive denial 
of the’ tpeople on the Wongkoi ; that I 
should find ay a fact that what the Captain 
and officers of the Ujina believe to be a 
fact ix fact and that, notwithstanding 
the denial of the Wongkoi's witnesses, 
they had displayed a red light and led the 
Ujina’s captain and officers to fall into 
the error of believing that the ship display- 
ing the red light was about to cross her 
bows. The difference between the class of 
evidence tendered by the Ujina and that 
given by the Wongkoi is that one side are 
able from surrounding circumstances to 
swear positively to’a fact ; the others can do 
no more than sWear positively to what they 
believe t» bea fact and ask that reasonable 
inference be drawn from that belief. The 
captain of the Wonzkoi can say absolutely 
there was no lizht, because he saw it put 
out ; the other witnesses can only say there 
must have been a light. ‘They cannot say 
there was a light, because they never wero 
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‘on board the Wongkoi to see, nor were 
they sufficiently close to be able to swear 
toit. In fact they did uo: swear there 
was alight on the Wongkoi. Therefore, 
there was differencs in value attached 
to such evidence—assuming the witnesses 
to b» equally honest in both cases. I really 
cannot find a verdict against the Wongkoi 
unless I am prepared to say in my opinion 
that the officers of the Wongkoi have 
deliberately and knowingly spoken what is 
Ise. The light which the Ujina is sup- 
ed to have seen exhibited on the 
gkoi could only be her port light, 
ch is kept on the port side of the 
i On the bridge at the time when 
the light was supposed to be seeu on the 
Wongk:i were the captain and first 
officer. The captain has told us that 
it was the rule on his ship to blow 
the lights out as soon as they were taken 
down, and he says that on the night 
in question he saw the light taken in 
and extinguished. If that it 
untrue there is no escape for tl 
from the imputation of perjury. The 
man who did the work was an automator 
his work was automatic. That being si 
why should I infer that this automaton 
broke down thst niuht, and that the 
automatic working of the ship was depart- 
ed from. The suggestion of the Ujina 
‘was that the automaton departed absolutely 
from his ordinary course by walking past 
the captain and officer with the light 
in his hand and put it down. Had that 
been done, if it was the universal 
custom of the ship to blow the lights 
out immediately they were taken down, 
I should think that th» captain's 
attention would have at once been attract- 
ed to it, as, being his duty to see the 
port and starboard lights taken in, he 
would see that the work was performed, 
Then it comes to this; that the 
officers of the Ujina are ‘mistaken in 
believing they saw a red light on the 
‘Wongkoi, or they did not seo a red li 
at all, and are only putting 
an excuse. It is for the ship Ujina to 
dofinitely establish the fact that the 
Wongkoi did use the red light. I am 
willing to accept it as a fact that the 
captain and officers of the Ujina did see a 
red light which they mistook for a light 
on the Wongkoi, and all T can say is the 
belief was a lamentable one. As er 
of fact, I do not believe there was any light 
on the Wongkoi, and in coming to that 
conclusion I have the assistance and con- 
curronce of the Harbour Master, Captain 
Barnes Lawrence, who sits here with me 
T find that in this collision the Ujina came 
into contact with the Wongkoi, through no 
fault of the Wongkoi, through’ mi taking & 
light for a ight which they believed to be 
on the Wongkoi, and which was not on 
board the Wongkoi. I find the Ujioa 
solely to blame, and make the usual 
references to the Assessor for damage 
Costs were given for the Wongkoi. 

































































A SURGEON'S 
EXPERIENCES IN 
THE WAR. 


SOME SIDE-LIGHTS ON THE 
JAPANESE SOLDIER.

The following are extracts from an ex- 
ly interesting article by a Japanese 
military surgeon, translated and edited 
by Mr. Adashi Kinnosuke, which appeared 
in “The Independent” for the 20th of 
October 


“How is it with you, the Red Cross 
People? Have you not had a number 








of casualties even among your people in 
this war?” said Field-Marshal Oyama to 
me on his way to the front. And, indeed, 
in the violence of their zeal Russian 
bullets have paid not a few compliments 
to the headquarters of the Red Cross. 


It was little past seven o'clock on 
the evening of the 24th of July, and 
the place was near Tashichiao, in the 
village of Taping. That was the time 
and that was the place where I re- 
ceived my first wound. The battle 
was savage, and the shots that fell 
round about the field hospital were quite 
thick. From all over the battlefield 
came the call for the surgeon. I was 
stooping over a soldier who was severely 
wounded. I had my back to the enemy's 
fire. My brave fellow was shot in his 
right leg. I was doing what 1 could for 





him. At the timo I was at peace with 
most people and all the gods, thinking I 
was engaged in a good work. I was 


somewhat surprised, therefore, by a 
sudden visit from a Russian bullet just 
at that time. I felt as if somebody had 
taken a stout iron rod to me with a 
certain degree of violence. Not in the 
least did I suspect that I was shot. ‘The 
first news that I was wounded came from 
an army nurse, a man whom I knew very 
woll, and who is called Fukazaws, I saw 
him’ rush over the wounded and the 
blood-stained battlefield toward me. 
Bandages were flying from his hand, 
eyes were wild. He seemed to be very 
much excited, and he was scandalised to 
find that I was perfectly innocent of the 
fact that I was hit. He went for my 
wound »s if his very life were dependent 
upon it. 

The war has wrought many singular 
changes in our solders. At home. in 
camp, it has been the experience of all 
of us surgeons to find soldier here and 
there who would come with a plausible 
story of some complaint from which he 
was suffering. He would ask for a 
statement from us that he might be 
excused from the daily exercise. Now 
upon the battlefield the contrary is the 
fret. Our men, who xre indifferent both 
to the Russian bullet and to hostile 
swords, they who laugh at the Russi 
mines ‘and barbed wire fences, and de- 
light in joking frivolously about death, 
seem to be afraid of one thing: they are 
afraid of being suspected of being ill at 

They know that when a man is 
sick he is denied the pleasure and d 
tinction of fighting in the first line of 
battle. The other day I came upon a 
man who was carrying four bullets with- 
in him, I said to him, seeing his clothes 
were bloody, “ What is the matter? Ai 
you not wounded?” He turned to me 
with a smile and said, “Oh, no, not at 
sir; I am perfectly well.” I saw him 
limp. I laid a violent hand upon him and 
subjected him to an examination. As I 
have said, I found four bullets in hi 
body. Imect with just such a caso a 
hundred times more or less every day. 
They shun the surgeon as they would the 
very demon, and it is very much more 
difficult to discover a man who is ill than a 
man carrying four bullets. Not a single 
soldier has come to us and complained of 
his illness. Always they have taken care 
to conceal the first symptoms of disease, 
and by the time the medical men are able 
to find out that'a man is ill he finds his 
patient completely beyond the assistance 
of medical,science. ‘This is working hard- 
ship upon our men and upon our hos- 
pital corps. Men who could have been 
cured in the earlier stages of their illness 
are dying ‘from this peculiar attitude of 



























































the Nippon soldier. To see him in his 


endeavour to remain in the fighting line, 
and it matters little whether he is 
mortally wounded or seriously ill, you 
would say that the Nippon soldier is 
certainly insane. To fight every minute 
of the day and night seems to be the one 
thing he wants. He is a casuist of the 
purest water. He troubles himself very 
little as to the methods, so long as the 
end in view is attained. Ho taxes his 
wit to the utmost. He seems to put in 
all his lonely hours in the lull of fighting 
to frame many plausibe yarns with 
which to blind the searching eyes 
of his superior officers and surgeons 
in their attempt to discover a sign 
of illness or of wounds that ‘s 
might be carrying and from which 
he is dying. Many of these white 
lies bring tears to most of Even 
when they are amusing in their lameness, 
the tales they tell throw more light for 
the student of the Nippon soldier than 
any heavy volume of official reports. As 
if we have not enough to do, therefore, 
we are obliged to keep our eyes sharply 
upon every private so shat we may catch 
him in his unguarded moment and save 
in spite of himself. 

The effect of the first wound or two on 
cour soldier is rather striking. Instead of 
stopping him, they invariably help to fire 
him with enthusiasm and to increase his 
energy. I have no psychological oxplana- 
tion to account for this singu'ar pheno. 
menon. Asa matter of fact, I simply jot 
down my observation that almosti.every 
soldier who receives a wound seems to 
rush forward with double the ener 
enthusiasm toward the hostile positions. 

Many a time have I myself hoard a 
soldier rushing forward with the ory, 
“Rosky, you brutes! Wait a minuto! 
We will show you a thing or two!” And 
invariably, whenever I hear this cry, I 
know that the soldier who is rushing 
past me is wounded. Asa simple state- 
ment of fact I may bo permitted to put 
down here that, in the minds of our 
soldier boys, the field hospital is a 
Hades, compared to which the desporate 
hand-to-hand fighting with the Russian 
is a rath r entertaining Paradiso. It 
was yesterday that I actually stumbled 
over a soldier. Ho was down on tho 
ground. So severely had he been 
wounded that he could not continue 
forward march. I said to him: ‘Hero, 
my man, you are wounded. Let moe 
call tcher. You have no time to 
lose in making your way to the hospital.” 
In answer he turned his face to me and 
laughed out loud, and said: “ Why, sir, 
there is nothing the matter with me at 
all. Is possible that the august 
presence is so blind as not to see that I 
am resting a bit? I had to run a great 
deal and Iam somewhat tired; that is 
all. Wait a minute, then you will see 
how I will get at those Russians, and you 
will be thoroughly satisfied that I am as 
healthy as the next man.” Do you know 
that the men of the hospital and myself 
had actually to use physical force to get 
this fellow upon the stretcher and carry 
him to the rear ?

FULL DESCRIPTION OF THE 
GREAT GENERAL ATTACK. 

By THE Sproat Connex PoNDENT OF THE 
“Kose Heras.” 
‘Headquarters of the Third Imperial Army, 

8rd November, 1904. 
After a period of comparative inactio 
so far us active operations in the field are 
Gonoral Nogi made a deter- 
mined xnd sustained attack upon the 
semi-circle of powerful forts which screen 
Port Arthur on the north, north-west, xnd 
north-east, in the latter days of October. 
‘The operations extended over several days, 
but as Iam now only authorised to deal 
with those which preceded October 
thirtieth, it must be understood, of cours: 
that this account deals solely with tl 
work effected up to and including the 
twenty-ninth. By 26th October several 
additional guns of hoxvy calibre had heen 
placed in position at various points along 
the entire line, which, let it here be said, 
is not less than nine miles in extent. 
Prior to this date the Army of invest- 
ment had captured and occupied the follow- 
ing positions :—Kuropatkin Fort and four 
Batteries near the Chinese town of Sui- 
shiyin on the west centre ; a very stron; 
redoubt commanding the’ reservoir 
water works, the forts on east and west 
lonsan and Hachi ma, in the 
centre ; the Gibraltarlike mass of rock 
known as Takushan (or Taikosan), and the 
fortified hill called Shaokushan (Shokosan), 
on the left; and 174-metre hill, Hachimaki- 
yama, Nama-koyama, Takasaki-yama, and 
‘at least one other strongly-fortified hill (the 
name of which I have been unable to 
ascertain) on the extreme right. This, of 
course, does not include the result of 
operations prior to (eay) the 18th Augast, 
which is altogether outside the scope of 
this letter. I am dealing solely with 
what may be considered the actual defences 
of “the impregnable fortress ;” not with 
numerous entrenched and fortified out- 
lying positions which the Japanese had to 
capture Port Arthur could be 
regarded invested,” in the strict sense 
of the term. 


‘THE PRECISION OF THE JAPANESE 
‘GUNNERS, 

A vigorous bombardment was open- 
ed on the afternoon of the 25th 
October, the enemy's forts on the 
east. and west replying. That after- 
noon I stood by one of the batteries on 
the rect of a dip in s long range about 
2,500 or 3,000 metres from the Russian 
fortifications, and had an opportanity of 
watching the precision and cooluess with 
whi h the guns are served. :Shelis were 
falling cl-se up under the embrasures, on 
the slope behind and on the opposite hill 
side, but the guns, were losded, trained, 
according to directions given by mega- 
phone from an adjacent hilltop, and fired 
with the rezularity of a salute, the officer 
in command of the gun standing up, with 
arms folded, well above the crest of the

redoubte was to be made. This section 
includes Shonshushan (or Pine Tree Fort), 
Lalonshan (one of the Erlung Forts, P 
Fort (now ‘called Ichinohet Fort), Bast 
Chikuanshan, North Battery, and’ West 
Chikuanshan.

Now 
and again a flock of geese would fly over the 
scene, smile or so high, as though they 
had been warned to keep well out of 
danger’s way in their flight southward and 
westward. Only at noon was there a light 
westerly breeze but even that was not 
sufficient to mar the contrast between 
Nature fal stillness and the fright- 
ful turmoil of man’s creation. Away in 
the plain north of the Wolf Range the 
rough husbandman ploughed his long 
furrows for his winter crops, undisturbed 
by the monster shells which occasionally 
pierced the stiil sir of the remoter hilltops 
and imbedded themselves in the fields 
beyond. It was difficult to reslise that 
less than three miles away fortificati 
were being pulverised xnd breaches made 
to enable men to thrust and stab each 
other to death.

knows the destructiveness of such missiles. 
‘The bombardment continued until 6 
o'clock without intermission, save for a 
slight lull shortly ufter midday, when it 
seemed that even the guns’ crews grew 
exhausted and needed sustenance, xnd 
finally died away at7 o'clock. Between 
fivo and six the great duel was at its

cument by oral evidence. In the petition 
to the appeal it was stated that it was 
‘common ground that respondent in 1896 
executed a document in favour of the 
appellant. Respondent alleged that she 
signed that document in consequence of 
a threatened lawsuit. It was submitted, 
however, that a party could not be allowed 
to'contradict a written document by 
parole evidence. With all due deference 
to Mr. Potlbck, Counsel submitted that 
he'went a little too far in this statement. 
Tho law, he thought, was that an informal 
written receipt was prima facie evidence 
of the receipt of the money. (Chitty on 
Contracts, 12th edition, p. 705.) Counsol 
also referred to Smith on Mercantile Law 
(10th Edition, p. 689) which laid down 
that a receipt, though strong, was not 
conclusive evidence of payment unless it 
was on a deed, for then unless there was 
fraud the law admitted no evidence 
to the contrary. ‘That was to say that 
m the case of an informal receipt 
the person could bring oral evidence to 
show that there had been no transaction. 
Where, however, there was s formal 
transaction the parole evidence must, to 
‘upset it, be stronger. To take the case 
of an ordinary English mortgage deed 
Lordship would remember that 
before the Conveymncing Act an elaborate 
form of rece pt was endorsed and signed. 
‘That was altered by this Act and now a 
receipt on the mortgage was strong 
evideuce that the money had been paid. 
(Conveyancing' Act of" 1881, § 54.) 
There were therefore three classes of 
evidence—primé facie, strong, and con- 
elusive. In the case of conclusive evid- 





















would bes polivy of insurance ‘on good: 
shipped by a P. & 0. steamer fram Lon: 
don to ‘Shanghai. Stevens in his Digest 
of the Law of Evidence put this very 
well (Art. 90 and note). ‘The result of 
this was that while a party was entitled 
to say that he had not received the 
money the onus of proof lay upon him, 
the payee, and in the case of a formal 
trausaction substantial proof had to be 
adduced. The nature of the proof re- 
quired was, ho thought, well ex- 
pressed in Kerr on Fraud and Mis- 
take (p. 457). The question that had 
to be considered now was whether the 
evidence which had been adduced by the 











respondent was sufficient. In addition to 
her positive denial she brought forward 
evidence that at that time she had no 





need to borrow money. The Chinese, 
however, woald often borrow moriey 
ithout needing it. The respondent having 
in view the lawsuit she feared, and 
knowing, no doubt that a British Court 
did not’ take up a caso without a con- 
siderable amount of enquiry, might well 
think that if the transaction was fictitious 
the fiction would come out and she would 
get into serious trouble. It did not seem 
unreasonable to suppose that in this 
particular caso sho was not trying to 
deceive the British authorities. That was 
to say, that quite irrespectively of 
whether sho had any need of the money 
or not she might well have mortgaged 
the property to attain the object in view. 
It would also be noticed that various 
witnesses wero called who said that they 
must have known if this sum of money 
had been advanced to her, Oong Woo, her 
business man, for instance. 

His Lordship asked if the Bri 
Consulate here looked closely into the 
property registered in English names. 
Counsel was assuming that if it was 
found that the money had not been paid 
the whole caso would fall through. It 
was not a proper suggestion. 

Counsel said he thought that it was 
unlikely that the question would be raised 
where the mortgage was good enough. 
Ho morely put this argument forward 
among others. As regards the witnesses 
who said that they would not have known 
if the transaction took place, was not the 
receipt of money in a case hke this one 
of the things that a Chinese woman 
would hide from her relatives? As was 
well known, a Chineso woman in posses- 
sion of a latge sum in cwsh was subject to 
somewhat importunate demands from her 
friends snd relations. In Counsel's own 
experience he had come across cases 
whore Chinese women absolutely refused 
to sell valuable land because of the 
trouble to which they would be subjected 
if it was known that they were in possos- 
sion of a large amount in cash. 


His Lordship remarked that Oong 


Woo had stated that he was her business 
man. 


Counsel. referred to Oong Woo's testi- 
mony, where the witness said that 
he kept the plaintiff's title-deeds. 
The next witness, he said, his Lord- 
ship might disregard, as he was only 
seventeen years old now, and must have 
boon under ten years of age at the time 
of the transaction. He submitted that 
the elaborate detailed consistency of this 
youth’s story was more incrédible than 
respondent's story. He seemed to re- 
member dates and conversations which 
took place eight years With regard 
to Kwang Pin’s sides Ousted abe 
mitted that it did not amount to much,

Counsel admitted that he might, 
but thought that the graphic de- 
tails he had given showed a good deal 
of coaching, Then came the evidence 
of Liig Mun-tek, and with regard to 
this Counsel would like to say that they 
wore dealing with probabilities, It was 
common ground that appellant was a 
total stranger to the respondent, and he 
submitted that it was unlikely that so 
confidential a transaction as this would 
have been entrusted to a stranger, like 
the appellant, without a counter docu- 
ment or something of tho sort. Ho 
thought it would be better to go through 
the evidence, especially that of Edwards. 
The Court knew that the go-betweon 
who acted on behalf of the appellant was, 
Wong Piao. ‘The go-between or business 
man, who acted on behalf of the respon- 
dent was Oong Woo. The appellant said 
thxt when he mado this advance he hand- 
ed the cash to his business man. For somo 
reason or other the Lower Court did 
not seem to have gone into this point, 
which required serious attention—Wong 
Piao received the money ; what did he 
do with it? One would naturally expect 
that he in turn handed it to Oong Woo. 
‘The question was, what did Oong Woo 
do with it? 

His Lordship said that Oong Woo 
stated he never got it. 

Counsel said it was a very curious 
thing. Why then should Oong Woo 
have paid defendant $1,000 of the pur- 
chaso money. He said he had nover 
heard of the mortgage, ‘but it was worth 
noting that no complaint was made to 
Mr. Edwards until after Wong Piao's 
death, Wong being of course the man 
who would know all about it. The point 
was not gone into fully at the Amoy 
Court. Mr. Edwards in his evidence as 
to tho visit of respondent to his 
father said that he thought it was after 
Wong Piao's death, Counsel read Mr, 
Edwards’ evidence on the point. 

His Lordship said that it was evident 
that Mr. Edwards took up the caso of 
the original’ mortgagor, and was sup- 
posed to be going to get the property 
out of this woman’s hands., and if she 
wore going to Edwards and this transac- 
tion was intended to thwart him she 
would no doubt say that it was correct.

Mr. W. North Symonds appeared for 
the plaintiff, whoso petition stated that 
onthe 16th April last he entered iuto an 
agreement with defendant, whose com- 
pradore he was to be for one year. 
Plaintiff was to advance defendant up to 
‘Tis. 3,000, on which interest was to be 
paid at tho native bank rate of the day, 
and he was to receive a monthly 
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salary of Tis. 150. In accordance’ with 
the agreement, plaintiff actually advanced 
Tis. 2,993.93 ; but defendant had paid! 
him no salary since June, nor interest on 
the money. Plaintiff therefore olaimed 
for the return of his money advanced ; 
also Tis, 450 for these months’ 
and interest; in all Tis. 3,693.98, 
agreement was terminated on the 3lst 
August. 

A confession of judgment had been 
sigued by defendant, who had also written 
to plaintiff's solicitors on the 10th 
November, asking that the matter might 
stand over for two wooks, and promising 
to make a payment of Tis. 1,500 on the 
26th November. 

Mr. Symonds stated that no payment 
had been made as p .d and he now 
understood that judgmont had been 
obtained against defendant by other 
Chinese creditors. 

His Honour said that Tai Chong and 
Co. had put in a claim for Tis. 700 for 
furniture. 

Mr. Symonds remarked that defendant 
appeired to have obtained his advances 
from plaintiff by ‘false protences, soeing 
that there were these other claims un- 
satisfied. 

Defendant said ho did not borrow 
money from plaintiff with the object 
of buying furniture. The use to which 
the money advanced was to bo put was 
entirely at his discretion. 

Mr. Symonds asked in rogard to one of 
the compradore orders, drawn by d 
ant and put in whethor it was not to 
for some of Mrs. Newman's dresses. 

Defendant made no answor. 

Mr. Symonds asked if defendant had 
any intention or likelihood of paying any 
portion of the Tis. 4,000 nearly, which 
was owing to his compradore. ' 

Defendant—I wouldn't make it s 
personal matter, if I were you. I am 
t1 can and it is not my 
y better. 

His Honour said that judgmont having 
boon confessed, the case could not be 
carried furthor at this hearing. Mr.

Accused was pro- 
sent at the time, but witness did not know 
whether he bought it. When the coat was 
shown to him two photos uf a young lady 
fell from the pockets. 

Detective-Sergeant Vaughan repented 
his evidence xbout interviewing the lady 
in question. Witness got the dark coat, 
presumed to be the one stolen, from 
accused, who hed pawned it. 

With'regard to the lust charge, that of 
being in unlawful possession of a clock 
and a watch, his Honour said he could not 
allow it to proceed. A man was not bound 
to give a satisfactory account of everything 
he had. Nor could he allow the charge of 
larceny to proceed unless the owner of the 
articles was found.

‘Two mon were charged with being 
concerned together in burglariously 
entering a house, No. 805, Soochow Road, 
on the 20th July and stealing property to 
the value of $150; with burglariously 
entering the house, No. 5, Dong-ka-long, 
on the 21st September, and stealing pro- 
perty to the value of $120; and with 
burglariously_ontering tho ‘house, No. 
221, Ningpo Road on the 29th Septem- 
ber, and stealing therefrom property to 
the value of $1)0.—Another native—an 
opium shop-keepor—was charged with 
receiving the stolen property.—Detec- 
tive-Sergeant Vanghan stated that one of 
the first-mentioned prisoners camo to the 
police station and reported that certain 
pawn-tickets were being offered for 
sale in the last defendant's pawn- 
shop. The information led to enquiries 
which resulted in the arrest of tho 

















original burglar, who on arrest admitted 
his crime. He, however, gave the in- 
formation that the informant had| Fi 


assisted him by disposing of the stolen 
property. Further, the informant gave 
full information as to the times and 
places of the burglaries, which at any 
rate proved him to be at least an 
accessory. ‘The informant was then 
arrested, and in his possession were found 
six pawn-tickets rolating to the stolen 
roperty. Then both prisoners gave 
information that the third defendant— 
the opium shop-keeper—was in possession 
of » quantity of the stolen property. 
‘The opium shop-keopor wns next arrested, 
and at first denied all knowledge of the 
stolen property. Whon he found that 
he was to be taken before the Mixed 
Court, however, he admitted that he had 
in his jion some of the 
property. ight pawn-tickets were also 
found in bis possossion. 

He then stated that he had received the 
pawn-tickets for the informant. 

Inspector Bourke pointed out that all 
the transactions with reference to the 
disposal of the stolen property were 
carried on in the opium-shop and that] 
the opium shop-keeper m known 
that the property was stolen. He also 
called attention to the fact that the 
‘opium shop-keeper at first denied all 
knowledge of the stolen property, but 
when he saw no outlet, admitted that it 
was in his possession.—Tho burglar was 
sontenced to 300 blows and threo 
months’ imprisonment, the informant to 
nine months’ imprisonment, and the opium 
shop-keeper to 300 blows and six months’ 
imprisonment.

unrecovered, included in which were) 
thirteon amber beads, said to be of the 
value of about $500. These the com- 
plainant had purchased in Peking and! 
set great store on them as he only requir- 
ed five more to make the complete set. 
Notices were sent round to several of the 
jewellers and the pawnbrokers in Shang- 
hai, giving a description of the stolen 
property, and similar notices“ were sent 
round in Chinkiang, where a considerable 
amount of the stolen property was 
recovered. A few days ago, apparently 
as the result of such notices, a shopkeep- 
er in Hankow Road reported to the 
Police that some beads, as described by 
the police notices, had beon offered for 
sale, As a consequence of this, the d 
fondant was arrested. At first he said the 
beads were at a house in Peking Road, 
again he said they wore at another place, 
but finally produced them from his sleeve. 
Thon he admitted that he had pur- 
chased them in Chi for $76 
Attention was called to the fact also that 
he was attempting to sell them for 














symonds, for the defence, 
argued that the defendant was a boni fide 
murchaser for value of the goods, and 
that he could not have had any knowledge 
that the beads were stolen property. It’ 

not at all likely that had he known! 
this, he would have come down to the 
town of the robbery and endeavoured to 
dispose of them at a shop close to the 
shop from which they wero originally 
stolen. The beads might be worth $50 
‘or $500—their valuo was hard to judgo, 
but he thought he was giving good value 
when purchasing them for $76. Counsel 
gontended that to substantiate their 
charge the Police must prove guilty 
knowledge, and that they had not offered 
any such proof. He also contended that 
the defendant, having bought the beads 
in good faith, had a right to them as 
against anyone else, even against the 
complainant. 

The defendant denied that he had ever 
seen any notice in Chinkiang describing 
any such beads as stolen property. 

‘The Court ordered the defendant to! 
find security in Shanghai and Chinkiang, 
and also ordered that the complainant 
should have the return of his beads upon 
paying to the defendant the $76 which| 
the latter had paid for them. 


Cross-Actions. 

‘A mafoo was charged with being con- 
cerned with another man in unlawfully, 
disposing of a quantity of jewellery, value 
$1,350, the property of Messrs, A. M. A. 
Evans and Co. A compradore, Tsu Bai- 
teh, was also before the Court in con- 
nection with the samo charge, having! 
been arrested ona Mixed Court warrant] 
for larceny and debt. In the absence of 
the prosecutor, the Police applied for 
remand, and Mr. F. M. Brooks, who 
defended the compradors, also desired a 
remand for three or four days, and asked 
that the defendant be allowed out on bail. 
He had received a letter from Mr. 
Evans, stating that the latter had no 
objection, ‘The case was remanded until 























Friday, the compradore being allowed 
bail in the sum of Tis. 2,000, and the 
mafoo in the eum of Tis. 500. 

A Haul by the Police. 

A coolie and two unemployed natives 
wore charged with being concerned 
togother in stealing clothing, ete., from a 
cook employed at No, 202, Bubbling 
Well Road, at 8 p.m. on the 2nd instant ; 
with stealing silk, cloth, ote., from No. 
43, Kiangse Road, on various dates during 
November, 1903, with stealing two waist. 
conta from 197, Bubbling Well Road, 
during November, 1904; and also with 
being in possession of a loaded revolver 
and ammonition, and various articles 
of clothing, the property of persons at 
present unknown. Sergeant Macgregor 
said that on the evening of the 2nd inst, 
a complaint was made at the Station 
ofa theft from the cook at No. 202, 
Bubbling Well Road. Detectives visited 
‘the house and found that it was the coolio 
who was suspected of the theft. On his 
quarters being searched, it was found 
that he had been living in the quarters of 
the two other prisoners, one of whom was 
the cook’s brother. ' On » thorough 
search being made, the stolen property 
was found, and also a number of pawn- 
tickets relating to other property. Ina 
box was found the revolver—at the time 
fully loaded. The revolver was said by 
one of the prisoners to have been stolen 
from the compradore’s room in Mr. T. L. 
Bickorton’s office. Somoof the complain- 
ants not apporring, tho case was remand- 
ed for their evidence. 

An Injustice Remedied. . 

‘Teor Mai-syne, a native shopkeopor, 
who some months ago went security 
for a prisoner named Moh Sub-fong, and, 
the latter having disappeared, was 
tenced to two years’ imprisonment for 
failing to produce the prisoner, was now 
before the Court again, ashe had boon 
seriously ill in the Shantung Road 
‘Hospital and unable to serve his sentence.

A Curious Decision, 

A cook was charged with being con- 
cerned with others not in custody in 
stealing three bales of cotton, valued at 
$100, from a godown at Birt’s Wharf, 
Yangtsepoo Road, at 1 a.m. on the 4th 
instant.—Evidence was given by a re- 
presentative from Messrs. Liddell Bros, 
& Co., and by an Indian watchman, The 
evidence showed that the bales of cotton 
were stored in a godown which was still 
in course of erection. In the godown 
wore several bales of cotton ready for 
packing. About 1 am. on the 4th 
instant, the Indian watchman saw two 
men inside the godown handing bales of 
cotton over the uncompleted wall to a 
third man who was standing on the foot- 
path outside. The watchman went up, 
and though two of the men got away, he 
managed to catch the priconer with » 
bale Of cotton in his possession.—The 
prisoner denied the theft, saying that he 
had been five years in his present 
employment, that he was a respectable 
man, and that the watchman had made 
8 mistake in bis man.—The Court sen- 
tenced the prisoner to 200 blows and a 
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month's imprisonment, and stated that 
if further proof were produced, the 
prisoner would be sentenced to additional 
punishment and to be cangued.

A Dispute About Land. 

Mr. Ignatz Pollak sued Dao Liu-kiang 
and Liu Chin-sing, the former a land 
broker, the latter s tipao, for a fangtan 
for certain land alleged to hxve been 
bought by him. Nine and a-half fangtans 
for 7m. 8f. 91. 4h. had been handed over, 
‘but the property bought amounted to 
about ten mow and there was a strip of 
about Im. 5f. for which no fangtan had 
been given. 

Mr. Ellis appeared for tho plaintiff, 
Mr. Wright for the defendants. 

In tho answer it was alleged that the 
contract was between Chinose so! and 
that thorefore the Court had no jurisilie- 
tion. 

Mr. Ellis said that on the face of the 
vontract it appeared to bo a caso between 
Chinese only and therefore on the face 
of it Mr. Wright's contention seemed to 
bo quite correct, namely that the case 
should bo heard by the Magistrate alono. 
If the Court decided it was a contract 
between a Chinese and an Austrian ho 
was quite prepared to prove his peti- 
tion, 

‘Mr. Wright said Mr, Ellis had ad- 
mitted that on the faco of it the 


























contract was a purely Chinese ono. 
His cliont, when the petition was 
served, was not aware of the existence 





of Mr. Pollak. Tho contract was actually 
one between Chinese. The contention 
of the plaintiff was that he did not wish 
0 wppear in the contract, as in selling 
land to @ foreigner, a Chinese would 
naturally ask a higher price. 

‘Tho Assossor said that it appeared 
‘that Mr. Pollak’s compradore was au- 
thorised to act on Mr. Pollak’s bebalf. 

Mr, Ellis said that in the contract 
Mr. Pollak’s name did not appear. He 
‘was not prepared to prove that defendant 
knew Mr. Pollak was interested in the 
contract. 

‘Tho Assossor said it was certainly a 
mistake that Mr. Pollak did not have his 
name in the contract. If the defendant 
was willing to complete the contract 
there was uo necessity for proceeding in 
any Court. 

Mer, Ellis said he was quite prepared 
to stay proceedings if the contract were 
really completed and the title deeds and 
bills of salo were handed over. 

Mr. Wright said the defendant was 
quite willing to complete the contract. 
The plaintiff, hor yr, alleged that the 
fangtans wore fictitious. 

Mr. Ellis said that must be decided by 
the proper authoriti 

‘Mr. Wright said he was prepared to 
put the tipao into the box to prove that 
thefangtans given were actually those 
required. 

‘The Assessor said that, regardless of 
the Court, it would be best to prove the 
genuineness of the fangtans. 

‘Mr. Ellis said he was quite prepared 
to go on with the caso. 

The Assessor said he understood that 
‘doth parties appeared to be willing to 
submit to the Court the question of the 
genuineness of the fangtans. 

Mr. Ellis said the difficulty was in 
localising the land. Part of it appeared 
to be at the bottom of.the Huangpoo. 
What they alleged was that part of the 
land was not in existence now. 

‘The Assessor proposed that the matter 
should be referred to a Commission, 
fonaisting of representatives of both 
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parties and the Chinese Land Office to 
decide on the genuineness or not of the 
fangtans and the area which they covered. 

After some discussion an agreement 
was drawn up whereby the parties 
referred the questions at issue to a Com- 
mission and agreed to abide by its 
decision. It was, however, stipulated that 
if it was found that the land only 
measured eight mow tho parties would 
have the right of settling the matter 
botweon themselves or of referring it 
back to the Court.

‘old proverb assures us that “tis folly to be 
wise,” but, like most proverbs, we suspect 
that this one must not be taken too litera:ly. 
A certain miser when young buried a hoard

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MUSIC 1N | SHANGHAL | tho grat Dr. Hans Richter was present, 


Lovers of good music in Shanghai, 
and they are much more numerous than 
the attendance at some concerts here 
would indicate, will hear with great 
pleasure that the effort to revive the 
Philharmonic Society is meeting with 
conspicuous success. It would be piti- 
able if it were really true that Shanghai 
with a population of Jess than three 
thousand foreigners could boast an 
amateur musical society with a full tale 
of playing and honorary members, and 
that with that population more than 
doubled, the society faded away. We 
aro glad to Jearn thet a full and very 
good orchestra is assured for the revived 
society, there being twenty violins among 
the playing members, and the rehearsals 
will begin next week. More honorary 
members are still wanted to put the 
society on an assured financial basis, but 
we do not think there need be any 
serious anxiety on that score. The liberal 
offer made by the society, that a sub- 
scription of eight dollars a year shall 
entitle each honorary member to two 
tickets for each of three concerts, making 
the price of admission to each concert 
one dollar thirty-three cents, or 2s. 8d, 
in sterling, will ensure a full member- 
ship. 
Meanwhile wo have to thank the 
Deutscher Konzert-Verein for their 
energotic action in the cause of good 
music in Shanghai, and particularly for 
thoir enterprise in bringing the remark- 
ably fine band of the third battalion 
of Marines from Tsingtao. The Town 
Band we have always with us like the 
poor; and a very valuable stand-by it 
is, playing as it does with equal 
oxcellence at balls, at funerals, and at 
volunteer parades: at the Town Hall, at 
public and private banquets, and in 
the hotels. Foreign men-of-war, too, 
having bands on voard, visit the port 
from time to time, and their officers 
are always most obliging in giving the 
public the opportunity of hearing their 
music, But the band of which Herr 
O. K. Wille is director stands on a 
different plano; Tsingtao is very 
fortunate in having it stationed there, 
aud we are spasinodically fortanate in 
having it brought down here from 
time to time by the Deutscher Konzert- 
Oar German friends have to 
face a very considerable expense to do 
this; and they have a clear right to 
expect the public here to support them 
by their presence at the concerts to 
bo given by the band, as extraordinary 
concerts of the German Concert Society, 
to-night and on Tuesday next. 

What the -‘Kapelle des Dritten 
Secbatallions ” is and how it performs, 
was sufficiently well heard at the first 
ordinary concert of the Deutscher 
Konsert-Verein of the present winter 
season, on Wednesday. At a dinner 
jn Manchester not long ago at which 














e guest who was sitting next to him 
turned to him and said: “Any solos 
in next week’s concerts, Dr. Richter?” 
“No,” was the reply,“ Next week's 
concerts are music.” As a cenductor, 
Dr. Richter evidently regards nothing 
as mi which 
orchestral, and we have only quoted the 
story because it was suggested by the 
remarkable excellence of the orchestral 
music in the first part of the pro- 
gramme. We heard a well-balanced 
band of picked players, admirably 
jcondacted, every note of every in- 
strameut in perfect tune, playing wi 
that crispness and that precision which 
are only attained by constant practice 
under a thoroughly competent director 
whose devotion to his art is such that 
the music he is conducting has become 
‘8 part of him. In the first part the 
band played two numbers. The open- 
ing one was the prelude to the opera, 
“The Mastersinger of Niinberg,” a 
grand example of the art of Wagner 
before he convinced himself that melody 
was the mark of the Philistine, The 
other number was Liszt’s “ Prelude,” 
fand to hear a really fine rendering of 
two such masters of music as Wagner 
and Liszt was splendid. There was one 
vocal number, Mrs. B. Holter, perfectly 
accompanied by Mr. J. H. Wallem, sing- 
ing ‘In der Fremde,” by Taubert, and 
Thomas's immortal “Connais-tu le 
Pays?” from “Mignon.” Mrs, Holter has 
‘a very pleasant mezzo-soprano voice, 
with some delicious middle notes, but 
she seemed to be nervous, and ‘'aubert’s 
song did not suit her as well as the air 
from “ Mignon.” Mrs. Cochrane has 
long since achieved her position as a 
pianist of the first rank; but she was 
sadly handicapped by her instrument, 
which was quite unworthy of the occa- 
lsion, and the pieces she played were 
better adapted to display the brilliance 
of her performance than to interest her 
hearers by their intrinsic attraction. In 
the second part, Mr. T. Raaschou, with 
‘a string accompaniment, rendered 
beautifully the Andante from Mendels- 
sohn’s violin concerto, op. 64. The 
three ‘selections given by the bend in 
the second part, the first and third by 
the full band, and the second by an 
Octett, composed of two violins, viola, 
cello, double-bass, clarionet, bassoon, 
and horn, were fully as delightful as 
those given in the first part. It was 
already getting late when the fantasia 
on “Hiinsol and Gretel” was begun ; 
but Hamperdinck’s bright and original 
melodies were so delightfully reproduced 
that those among the audience who left 
‘at the end of the seventh number had 
much to regret. There was only one 




















fault about the concert ; it was too long;

THE END OF THE 
RUSSIAN WARSHIPS AT 
PORT ARTHUR, 

Tokio, 8th December. 
The effectiveness of yesterday's 
bombardment with guns of large 
calibre of the Russian warships in 
Port Arthur is offizially announced, 
The Pallada, Peresviet, and Pobieda 
received many damaging shots. At 
3.80 p.m. the Peresviet was on fire, 
and the Pobieda had 2 list to star- 
board.—Our own eorrespondent. 
Later, 
A naval bulletin con firms the news 
of the sinking of the Poltava. The 
Retvisan is submerged up to her 
stern walk, The Pobieda vas badly 
damaged by yesterday's bombard- 
ment, and has a list to starboard ex-

THE CAPTURE 
OF 208-METRE HILL. 
Tokio, Sth December: 

It is reported at Hiroshima that 
the Japanese charged the trenches 
on the 203-metre hill on the 28th 
ult, and were driven back with the 
bayonet. 

‘Phe Japanese then poured kero- 
sene oil on the logs in the trenches 
and started a furious fire while a 
strong gale was blowing on the 29th. 
The Russians resisted’ stubbornly, 
throwing stones, 

The Japanese advance on the 
morning of the 80th was through 
wire entanglements and they had to 
construct roads with bugs of earth. 
They were unsuccessful ar first, but 
ended by taking the third row of 
trenches at 10 p.m., the result being 
the complete occupation of the 
position at 3 a.m, on the 1st inst. 

The Russians made a counter- 
attack, bombarding from Sungshu- 
shan and Akasakayama, 

Altogether, the Russians recap- 
tured the 203-metre hill three times, 
but the bill was completely occupied 
by the Japanese at 8 a.m,—Our own 
correspondent.

Off Liaotishan sho fell i: with the Hong- 
ud tho usiliary cruiser at 
once signalled to a destroyer that was 
lying off the land whilst she subjected 
the Sishan to @ closer scrutiny. The 
captain of the latter soeing it was im- 
possible to proceed, altered his course 
and steered away for Newchwang and 
anchored fifteen miles below the light- 
ship. She left the same evening to make 
another essay, and on the following morn- 
ing found the Hongkong Maru again in 
close attendance on her.

After a 
search lasting three hours the vessel was 
released and steamed to Chofoo, the 
cruiser following her into that port and 
signalling to the Japanese Consulate 
there.

‘This first numbor begins with excellent 
photographs of Field-Marshal Marquis 
Yamagatn, Chiof of the General Staff, 
and the Assistant-Chief, Major-Genoral 
Nagaoka. Tho views, admirably taken 
and reproduced, include a wide range of 
subjects, landscapes, scones on many 
battlefields, scones on the railway of 
bridges destroyed and their temporary 
substitutes, scenes in the field hospitals, 
a funeral service, incidents in this great 
war in which Japan is fighting not for 
glory or territory, but for her existence 
‘as an independent nation. One picture, 
it will be seen, has beon effaced after 

+ publication. To look at these pictures in 
the casual way in which one turas over an 
album, is not enough ; they deserve close 
study. Such a picture as No. 2, a 
cannonade, is a work of art. ‘The lettor- 
press and the descriptions of the pictures 
are in English and Japanese, and the 
text of the Imperial Declaration of War 
is given in both languages. 

We have received the December issue 
of that very interesting quarterly maga 
zine, * Woman’s Work in the Far East.’ 
It opens with an account of work at 
Chingchoufu, by Miss Agnes Orr Kirk- 
land, illustrated with two uncompro- 
misingly realistic photographs. There is 
a pleasant article by Mrs. J. Woodberry,

It is accompanied ‘by an extraordinary 
chart showing the Course of Time from 
the coming of Christ, through the present 
dispensation, the great tribulation, the 
millennium, the little season, and the 
judgment of the great white throne, to 
Eternity. There are @ number of side 
remarks on the chart, in which Satan 
and the unsaved are condemned to end- 
Jess torture, but while the whole paper is 
an anachronism, it is impossible to under- 
stand how it found admission into 
“ Woman’s Work in the Far East.” The 
excuse is that it may be “ brought before 
Chinese Bible women in an hour's time ;” 
but it would be interesting to see the 
Chinese Bible woman, or her foreign 
teacher either, who could profitably 
master this vast subject in an hour. The 
wisdom of burdening the minds of Chi- 
nese women with a précis ofthe Book of 
Revelation seems somewhat questionable.

“On September 22, having bad an 
inquiry addressed to’ me regarding a 
complaint made by the Chinese Gover 
mout that our troops had felled trees in 
the sacred groves of the Imperial tombs 











at Fuling, T paid a visit to the groves 
+ and the tombs. The complaint was with- 
‘ont foundation, nota tree having been 


touched by the troops within the bounds 
of the park where all the buildings and 
tombs are situnted. Our sentries are 
tioned at the gates aud allow no sol- 
Giors to enter. When questioned by mo 
the Chinese officials in charge of the 
tombs made no charge against the troops, 

“ While preparing positions our troops 
had some trees cut «town to form firin 

latforms, mainly on the left bank of the 

funho. Some dozen trees were felled. 
Ronde already existing were rej 
and for that several dozen trees were 
felled on aste places about the Imperial 
tombs’ enclosure. Before clearing the 
roads the Corps Commandant, Lieutenant 
Goneral Baron Stackelberg, consulted 
the guardian of the tombs, who only 
begged him not to touch the trees in the 
enclosure. 

“In order to throw a clear light on the 
complaint put forward by the Chinese 
Government, I report that—as appeared 
from my own examinxtion—the Imperial 
tombs at Fuling are negligently kept up ; 
the enclosing wall has in several places, 
collapsed, and I found Chinese horses 
and mules that had got through the 
breaches in the wall grizing within the 
sacred groves. Besides this—as was 
afterwards ascertained—the guardian of 
the sacred groves, the Manclu Fayam, 
who hs long exercised these functions, 
ia at the present time in prison for having 
fold wood stuff from the sacred groves 
to the inhabitants of Mukden.”—

Her main battery 
consists of four 12-inch guns, eight 8-inch 
and twelve 6-inch guns. In her secondary 
battery she carries fourteen 3-inch guns, 
twelve 3-pounders, sixteen small guns and 
four 21-inch torpedo tubes. She has 
two superimposed turrets and two waist’ 
turrets. Her armour consists of a belt 8 
feet wide and 11 inches thick ; casemate, 
Ginches thick, 12-inch turrets, 12.8 anc 
6 inches thick ; 8-inch turrets, 61-2 and 
6 inches thick ; protective deck, 11-2 
and 3 inches thick; gun protection, 6 
and 2 inches thick.

The War Budget. 

None of the Tokio papers has objected 

to the proposed defrayal of war funds_for 
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fiscal year, but some, including 
the “Nichi Nichi,” are carping at the 
means of raising them by enhanced and 
now taxation. . Increased taxes, they say, 
should only be imposed for the payment of 
interest on the public bonds, But can the 
Government, asks the “Kokumin,” derive 
ita war fands from public bonds alone?

Military Notes. 

The “Asahi” regrets that the Japanese

The Council regards the admission of 
this condition in principle as important ; 
at the same time, it is recognised that in 
special cases, exceptional treatment may 
be necessary in the intorests of the Com- 
pany and the Council is prepared to con- 
sider a statement of such exceptional 
cases, for inclusion in a subsidinry agreo- 
ment, if submitted by the Company. 

2.—That the “Foreign Settlement” 
should not be limited for the purposes of 
theagreement to its present area, i.c., that 
the principle, recently decided by arbitea- 
tion, be admitted, viz. that the agreoment 
applics to the foreign Settlement over 
which the Council has control and will 
include such aren as may hereafter ba 
added hereto, To safeguard the interesta 
of the Company, the Council is prepared 
to include a clause in the new »greement 
preventing any unreasonable demands on 
the Compiny’s resources resulting from 
Settlement extonsion hereafter. 

3.—That the free supply of water for 
Municipal purposes should be not leas 
than the amount stated by Mr. McLeod 
at the meeting of the 4th July, namely 














350,000 gallons per diem during the 
summer months and 150,000 gallons in 
winter. 











Council is prepared to discuss 
the insertion of the clause defining 
“domestic purposes,” but would accom- 
pany the same by conditions for 
safeguarding the interests of consumers 
using water for purposes other than 
those defined as domestic. 

5.—The Couneil objects to tho inser- 
tion of « clause limiting the consumption 
per capita unless it be shown that. good 
eause and necessity exist for such a 
stipulation, and that the amount named 
as maximum will cover all ordinary and 
reasonable requirements.
